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3-point compromise plan proposed to Iraq, Iran 

UN chief seeks US 
help to revive talks 


GENEVA, Aug 30, (Agen- 
cies): UN Secretary-GeneraJ 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, un- 
able to get Iranian and Iraqi 
foreign ministers together for 
the fourth day running, 
sought US help today in put- 
ting life into stalled Gulf 
peace talks. 

Foreign ministers met directly, 
with Perez de Cuellar in the 
mediator's chair, only briefly on 
the first two days and negotia- 
tions have remained deadlocked 
since. 

There were only separate dis- 
cussions in late afternoon and 
early evening today, the sixth day 
of talks, between UN legal 
experts with lower-level Iraqi 
and then Iranian oflicials. They 
discussed a three-point com- 
promise plan. 

Diplomats said the three- 
point plan was designed to give 
each side an immediate benefit 
while enabling the talks to move 
on to the other sections of 598. 

They said the compromise 
plan specified the withdrawal of 
forces and a UN survey of what 
was necessary to clear rusting 
ships and mines from the dis- 
puted Shatt At Arab which lies 
between the two countries at the 
head of the Gulf. 

A third point related to 
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freedom of navigation in the 
Gulf, seeking to answer Iraqi 
complaints that since Iran was 
still claiming the right to inspect 
Iraqi ships it was not extending 
the ceasefire to the sea. 

UN spokesman Francois 
Giuliani told reporters that there 
would be no “format meeting” 
today. 

“Maybe,” Giuliani said about 
any such session tomorrow. 
“The agenda for tomorrow is 
open." 

Perez de Cuellar, he said, was ■ 
flying to Portugal on Thursday 
for a one-day official visit. 

Giuliani said the stalled 
negotiations were reviewed with 
ambassadors of all five perman- 
ent Security Council members — 
Britain, China. France, Soviet 
Union and the United States. 

Demands 

Perez de Cuellar asked 
Washington in particular, 
however, to apply “pressure” on 
Baghdad to ease its position on 
the strategic Shatt Ai Arab 
waterway, involved Western 
diplomats said. 

“We are still trying to clear the 
first part of point one,” Perez de 
Cuellar told reporters. “This 
(war) is a very difficult problem. 
You cannot expect to solve it is a 


matter of three, four or five 
days.” 

The talks are based on UN 
Security Council Resolution 
S98, whose first point demands a 
ceasefire and then a withdrawal 
of forces. 

A UN ceasefire took effect on 
Aug 20 and is largely being res- 
pected after eight years of bitter 
conflict, but Iraq is pressing for 
an agreement by Iran not to stop 
its ships in the Gulf. 

It also demands that the Shatt 
Al Arab waterway, its main 
outlet to the Gulf, should be 
cleared of trapped ships and war 
debris so it can benefit from the 
ceasefire at sea. Iran, with its long . 
Gulf coast, is already shipping 
freely. 

Reasserted 

Iran views Iraqi insistence on 
clearing the Shatt as a bid to 
assert full sovereignty over it, 
which it firmly rejects. 

The Shatt Al Arab, the con- 
fluence of the Tigris and 
Euphrates rivers, has become 
one of several problems in the 
talks and UN spokesman Fran- 
cois Giuliani said technical 
experts were drafting proposals 
aimed at bridging the gap. 

President Saddam Hussein 
tore up the 1975 Algiers Treaty 
giving Iran sovereignty over the 


eastern half of the waterway 
before the war started. 

Three Iraqi statements in the 
past two days have reasserted 
that it belongs wholly to Iraq, but 
Tehran says Iraq is bound by all 
agreements it signed. 

“The Iraqi demand (for 
sovereignty) is tantamount to 
changing the law and would 
infringe international law by 
allowing a gain of territory from 
military operations,” a senior 
Iranian delegate said. 

The dispute is preventing the 
two sides from moving on to the 
question of withdrawal of 
troops, an exchange of prisoners- 
of-war and other issues. 

Diplomats said both sides 
were aware of the grave con- 
sequences if the talks failed — the 
possibility of the resumption of a 
savage war that has already 
caused an estimated million 
casualties and devastated the two 
economies. 

The secretary-general, asked 
about resuming formal talks, 
said: “If they want it, if there is a 
reason to meet them at the same 
time, I will meet them.” 

He described the talks as “a 
triangle. They talk to me and I 
talk to the other side.” 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz said at a press conference 
yesterday that it would be impos-

Israel raps 
UN chief for 
speaking 
of Palestine 

OCCUPIED JERUSALAM, 
Aug 30, (Reuter): Israel rebuked 
UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar today for refer- 
ring to the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip as “Pales- 
tine." 

“This terminology is unaccep- 
table to us,” Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Alon Liel said in an 
officiaJ statement. Israel would 
make clear its objection through 
diplomatic channels to the UN 
chief, he said. 

“The future of these territories 
should be determined in negotia- 
tions with the relevant sides, as 
agreed (between Egypt, Israel 
and the United States in 1978) at 
Camp David he said. 

According to Israeli press 
reports, Perez de Cuellar spoke 
of “the situation in Palestine" at 
a Geneva news conference yes- 
terday in reference to an eij>ht- 
month-old Arab uprising against 
Israeli rule in the occupation 
zone. 

Challenged about his termin- 
ology. he was quoted as referring 
to the 1947 UN Resolution 181 
which called for the partition of 
British-administered Palestine 
into separate Jewish and Arab 
states. 


Oil refinery blaze. 

NEW DELHI. Aug 30, ( Reuter): 
Two people were killed and five 
injured in a fire in one of India’s 
biggest oil refineries today, an oil 
company spokesman said. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
Aug 30, (Agencies): Israeli 
troops shot at least one Palestin- 
ian protester today as Arabs 
throughout the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip star- 
ted a 48-hour general strike in 
sympathy with deported Pales- 
tinian activists. 

Staff at Al Ittibad hospital in 
Nablus, the West Bank’s largest 
city, said they were treating two 
Arab men for gunshot wounds. 
They could not say if soldiers 
shot the men. 

An Army spokeswoman said 
troops wounded one Arab pro- 
tester with live fire and three with 
non-iethal ammunition when a 
mob hurled rocks and building 
blocks at an Army patrol in 
Nablus. 

Unrest broke out in Nablus 
after the Army lifted a five-day 
curfew on the city. Elsewhere in 
the West Bank where curfews 
were lifted, the first day of the 
strike was passing without 
incident, security sources said. 

Confined 

In Gaza Strip, troops confined 
residents of the JabaJya and Al 
Bureij refugee camps to their 
homes and kept Nuseirat camp 
under curfew for the third full 
day, an Army spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the cur- 
fews imposed last Thursday on 
over 1 00,000 residents ofNabl us. 
the West Bank’s largest Arab 
city, and a nearby Palestinian 


refugee camp were lilted because 
unrest had decreased. 

He said restrictions on Pales- 
tinians in two other West Bank 
camps and Tulkarm town were 
removed, but the curfew was 
maintained in the West Bank 
village of Bani Nai’m, near 
Hebron. 

Last week, and at other times 
during an eight-month-old 
Palestinian uprising against 
Israeli rule in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, the Army imposed 
curfews on strike days lo prevent 
violence. 

“It’s not a rule that we do 
this,” the Army spokesman said. 
“Ifit were, we would be imposing 
curfews (on large areas) every 
other day." 

Drafted 

Palestinian legal officials have 
drafted a plan for a 12-member 
government to be headed by Y as- 
ser Arafat, the Arab World 
weekly said in Beirut. 

Hie independent newsletter,, 
which reports on Arab opinion 
around the Middle East, quoted 
an official of the Marxist 
Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (DFLP) 
in West Beirut for its report. 

“No final derision has yet been 
taken on whether the projected 
team will be a provisional gov- 
ernment or a government-in- 
exile, but there are indications 
that the PLO will opt for the 
provisional formula.” the new- 
sletter said. 


Bangladesh flood situation deteriorates 

Army called in to help marooned 


DHAKA, Aug 30. (Agencies): 
The death toil in devastating 
Bangladesh floods soared to 
nearly 200 today and officials 
feared worse was to come. 

About 70 people drowned or 
had been killed by snakes since 
last morning, they told reporters. 

Alarming 

The flooding, triggered by 
heavy monsoon rains over the 
last two weeks, has affected a 
quarter of Bangladesh’s I OS 
million people, destroyed crops 
worth $250 million and washed 
away 1 5.000 km of roads. 

More than 100,000 villagers 
have taken refuge in crowded 
government camps across the 
country. 


Troops have been called in to 
aid an estimated seven million 
people marooned in remote 
villages. 

“The situation is already alar- 
ming but we fear the worst is still 
to come," a relief ministry 
official said. 

“We are facing acute shor- 
tages of food, drinking water and 
other emergency suppUes,” said 
another official at Rajbari, 130 
km (80 miles) north of Dhaka. 

Hundreds of families fled their 
homes in Dhaka today as floods 
engulfed low-lying areas of the 
capital of six million people. 

Virtually all rail and road links 
between Dhaka and the rest of 
the country have been cut and up 
to five feel (1.5 m) of water was 


reported in at least 20 major 
towns, the officials said. 

Monsoon floods in June and 
July killed at least 160 people, 
mostly in eastern Bangladesh, 
and destroyed rice and jute crops 
worth $450 million. 

Dhaka weather men said 
today the current floods courid 
exceed all previous records, with 
water deluging the Bangladesh 
plains from hJll areas in north- 
eastern India. 

Deaths 

They also predicted more rain 
over the next few days. 

Newspapers reported the 
floods have claimed at least 522 
lives since June, when the annual 
southwest monsoon hits. The 


sible to advance to other points 
until Iran agreed that the 
ceasefire extended over all Gulf 
waters. 

“It is a very difficult problem 
and it cannot be expected that 
this will be resolved in a few 
days," Perez de Cuellar said. 

Earlier, Iranian Foreign Mini- 
ster AJi Akbar Velayati raled out 
granting any concessions that 
Iraq had failed to win in their 
eight-year-okl war. 

Unable 

“That is tbeir dream, but 
everybody knows they were un- 
able to reach victory in the war 
they imposed on us eight years 
ago,” he told the Associated 
Press in an interview. 

“We don’t think there is a 
deadlock, we do hope* that the * 
secretary-general can find a solu- 
tion to these difficulties.” 
Velayati said. He was prepared 
to stay on in Geneva “as long as 
the secretary-general is here and 
asks us to remain here,” he 
added. 

Iran claims Iraqi forces 
violated their week-old truce by 
killing an Iranian soldier and 
capturing hundreds of others as 
UN military observers looked 
on, according to documents 
released at the UN yesterday. 


Saudi ulemas 
sanction 
death for 
terrorists 

RIYADH, Aug 30, (AP* Saudi 
Arabia’s Council of Ulemas. 
(Muslim theologians) have ruled 
that saboteurs and terrorists can 
be punished by execution. 

After a four-day meeting in the 
Saudi summer resort city ofTaif, 
the council issued the derision, 
distributed by the official Saudi 
Press Agency. 

The ebunefl is the supreme 
authority on interpretation of 
Islamic juridical matters. The 
death sentence in Saudi Arabia 
means beheading by sword. 

The lengthy statement 
referred to “saboteurs and those 
who spread corruption on earth” 
and specifically mentioned 
hijacking as well as acts of 
sabotage against oil installa- 
tions. 

The ulema statement said its 
decision was based “on a number 
of acts of sabotage which have 
cost the lives of many innooent 
people, caused damage to much 
properties and finances and 
public institutions in many 
Islamic and other countries, 
carried out by the poor of faith or 
those who lack it altogether." 

“It has been noted that several 
such crimes have been commit- 
ted in near and distan t countries 
and since Saudi Arabia like oth- 
ers is subject to such acts of 
sabotage, the council of top 
ulemas saw it was necessary to 
endorse a deterrent punishment 
for those who commit such acts 
... with the aim of spreading 
corruption and instability.”

The government statement 
said the floods washed away at 
least 500,000 houses, 1,200 
kilometres (745 miles) of roads 
and 510 bridges. Crops on at 
least 369,000 hectares (911,430 
acres) of land had been totally 
destroyed, it said. At least 8,000 
cattle were lost. 

The floods follow heavy mon- 
soon rains in Bangladesh and 
neighbouring India this month. 
The Brahmaputra and Ganges 
rivers flowing from India 
through Bangladesh to the Bay 
of Bengal have burst tbeir banks.

Ramadan, a member of Iraq’s 
ruling Revolutionary Command 
Council, made a short visit to 
Kuwait yesterday and flew to 
Saudi Arabia to meet King Fahd . 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency said the message to the 
Amir “deals with developments 
of the Iran-Iraq war ana Iraq's 
adherence to a permanent and 
comprehensive peace.” 

Ramadan also held talks with 
Kuwait's Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister, Sheikh Sabah 
Al Ahmed, who last week visited 
China as the head of a delegation 
representing a seven-man Arab 
■.committee entrusted with foll- 
owing up developments in the 
Gulf war. 

The Arab League delegation 
to China included Iraq’s Mini- 
ster of State for Foreign Affairs, 
Saadoun Hamadi, who arrived 
in Paris yesterday for talks with 
senior French officials. 

Before leaving Baghdad, 
Hamadi said he would inform 
French officials of Iraq’s attitude 
and “endeavour to establish 
durable and comprehensive 
peace between Iraq and Iran 
according to the Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 598. 


Missile launcher 

COLOMBO, Aug 30, (KUNA): 
Indian troops have captured an 
anti-tank missile launcher from 
the Tamil Tiger rebels in the nor- 
thern Jaffna peninsula. Sri Lan- 
kan military officials said today. 

The officials, said a shoulder 
fired ’Milan’ brand anti-tank 
missile launcher was seized by 
the Indian peace-keeping troops 
when they raided a Tigers hide- 
out in Jaffna town. 300 
kilometres north of Colombo 
yesterday.

FINES of KD 100 will be 
imposed on people who fail to 
register for the Civil Information 
System and obtain Civil ID 
cards, the director-general of the 
Public Authority for Civil Infor- 
mation stud yesterday. 

Faisal Al Shayeji said that 
fines will be imposed from the 
beginning of next year. He also 
said that each individual in a 
family may be fined for failing to 
register, but, added that a com- 
promise can be reached with the 
authority. 

Violators will be served with a 
1 5-day notice and a compromise 
must be struck within that time. 
Fines may be reduced to KD 20 
per person if a compromise is 
reached, he said. 

Notification 

No compromise will be accep- 
ted if the violator does not com- 
ply with the notification within 
15 days, he said. 

He said registration for civil 
IDs officially ended a year and 
half ago, and those who have 
been residing in Kuwait since the 
beginning of 1985 till now, but 
have not applied for the dvil ID 
are the violators. 

With respect to new arrivals or 
newborn babies, the official said 
that they must apply for the ID 
within two weeks from obtaining 
the official residency. 

Kuwait's population is 
estimated at 1 .8 million and the 
authori ty has enrolled 1.5 people 
million in its information system. 

The authority receives about 
5,000 applications everyday, 
including those through the 
Special post. Completed IDs are 
distributed through two centres 
in the Rihab Complex and the 
Ministry’s Complex. A third cen- 


tre in Farwaniya is also planned. 

The authority also has a centre 
in Dahiyat Abdulla Al Salem for 
distributingcompleted Civil IDs 
to residents of that and nearby 
areas. If successful, this small 
centre will form the basis for the 
establishment of many more cen- 
tres in other areas, the offidal 
added. 

Service 

He described the special post 
service introduced by the auth- 
ority last year for renewals ofl Ds 
as highly successful. At the 
fadlity’s inception, renewals 
were completed in one month, 
but now renewals are finalised 
within iO days. The authority 
planning to further reduce this 
period. Al Shayeji denied that 
any applications had been lost in 
theposL 

Al Shayeji also said the auth- 
ority’s information bank is one 
of the most important sections 
for storing important informa- 
tion about the population. All 
information is computerised and 
the authority is working with a 
number of ministries and public 
establishments to benefit from 
this information. 

Several projects, including the 
new health registration scheme, 
are under way. The new system is 
based upon the Civil Informa- 
tion System and the Civil ID. 

An agreement was recently 
signed with the Ministry of Plan- 
ning to provide it with the latest 
demographic and statistical data 
to be used in developing the 
“Five-Year-PIan." 

The authority is also working 
with the Ministry of Interior' 
regarding residencies and finger- 
prints. All information with the 
authority is treated with the 
utmost confidence, Al Shayeji 
said. 


Soviets warned Pakistan in 


private before Zia’s death 


WASHINGTON, Aug 30, (AP): 
On two occasions before Pakis- 
tan's President Mohammad 25a- 
uI-Haq died in a mysterious 
plane crash, senior Soviet 
diplomats issued private warn- 
ings that action might be taken 
against Pakistan if it continued 
support for the Afghan resis- 
tance. a US official has said. 

Crash 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Mini-, 
ster Yuri Vorontsov delivered 
"what was interpreted as a 
threat” during a meeting with US 
Ambassador Jack Matlock 
several days before the crash of 
the C-1 30 plane that claimed the 
life of Zia and 29 others on Aug 
1 7, the US official said. 

A similar warning was issued 
to Pakistan’s ambassador to 
Moscow but the US official, ins- 
isting on anonymity, was uncer- 
tain of the identity of the Soviet 


diplomat who spoke to the 
envoy. 

Days before the crash, the 
Kremlin issued a statement say- 
ing that Pakistan’s backing for 
the rebels could “not be further 
tolerated." 

Also kilted in the crash was the 
US Ambassador to Pakistan. 
’ A mold Raphel, and a number of 
senior Pakistani military 
officers. The plane went down 
about 330 miles (530 kilometres) 
south of Islamabad. 

Targeted 

The Soviets have denied res- 
ponsibility for the crash and also 
rejected allegations by Zia last 
November that Moscow was 
behind a waveof terrorist bomb- 
ings that have occurred in Pakis- 
tan for more than a year. 

A US State Department report 
last week attributed the incidents 
to the Afghan Ministry of State 
Security which, it said, maintains 


close ties with the Soviet KGB. 

The report said Afghan agents 
carried out 127 attacks last year, 
about two thirds of all state- 
sponsored terrorist incidents 
worldwide. 

US officials have acknowled- 
ged that if the Soviets had tar- 
geted Zia for assassination, they 
almost certainly would have kept 
the operation secret and not 
alluded to that possibility in their 
contacts with US and Pakistani 
officials. 

For this reason, the officials 
said, they are drawing no con- 
clusions about who or what was 
responsible for the crash. 

They also noted that Zia had 
acquired many enemies during 
his 11-year rule, which was 
marked by repeated crackdowns 
on domestic political opponents, 
including public floggings and 
imprisonment under harsh con- 
ditions. 


US, Iran exchanged secret messages 


NEW YORK, Aug 30, (AP): The 
United States and Iran exchan- 
ged more than 15 secret messages 
last spring regarding the re- 
establishment of relations and 
other subjects, according to a 
report beingpublished this week. 

Iranian Deputy Foreign Mini- 


ster Mohammad Javad Larijani, 
interviewed by the New Yorker 
magazine in mid- June, said the 
messages were exchanged over 
the previous two months. His 
remarks appear in the 
■magazine's Sept 5 issue. 

“It is our understanding that 


the United States wants to keep 
them confidential, and we hon- 
our that,” Larijani said of the 
messages between the two coun- 
tries. However, he added, “the 
messages deal with potential for 
relations and with the whole 
region.”

Burmese Army may intervene 


BANGKOK. Aug 30, (Agen- 
cies): As Burma’s people power 
uprising searches for direction, 
chances increase that the 
170,000-man Army will try to 
reassert itself as the country’s 
most powerful political force, 
Rangoon-based diplomats said 
today. 

Rumours have been rife in the 
Burmese capital that the Army 
might stage a coup or intervene 
politically in some other way. 

“We have from pretty good 
sources that the military is 
currently considering its options 
and all of these involve military 
intervention in one form or 
another,” a Western diplomat 
said. 

Acting and retired officers 
loyal to former General Ne Win 
have run Burma since the coup 
that brought him to power in 


1962. 

Diplomats said thal if the 
Army stepped in it would proba- 
bly cite the breakdown in law and 
older accompanying the stand- 
offbetween the retreating Burma 
Socialist Programme Party 
(BSPP) and the mass opposition. 

They said one possibility was 
an Army takeover, in consulta- 
tion with the BSPP leadership, to 
allow the parly to g j ahead with 
its proposed timetable for, 
political reform, including an 
emergency congress on Sept 12 
and a referendum on opening up 
the country to multi-party rule. 

Another was a total A rmy tak- 
eover and scrapping the BSPP. 

Burma has been effectively 
leaderless for a month since first 
Ne Win and then his immediate 
successor, Sein Lwin, stepped 
down in face of a mounting 


repression. 

Central BSPP administration 
has collapsed in parts of the 
country with committees of 
civilians, Buddhist monks and 
students trying to maintain 
security and order. 

Diplomats said they would not 
rule out at least part of the Army 
siding with the people if senior 
officers split over whether to sup- 
port the people. 

Paralysed 

Low-ranking soldiers, who for 
40 years have been mostly 
engaged fighting more than a 
dozen ethnic minority rebellions 
along Burma’s borders, fratern- 
ised with protesters in Rangoon 
and elsewhere at the height of the 
uprising. 

Rangoon is almost paralysed 
by strikes and food and fuel are in 
short ’supply as demonstrations 


continued today. 

The military, who had opened 
fire on protesters in an attempt to 
quell the unrest, has retreated to 
defend key government depart- 
ments and leaders' homes and 
avoided challenging the opposi- 
tion. 

Appealed 

Old soldiers dominate the 
hierarchy of the BSPP that is 
clinging to power. Diplomats 
believe Ne Win retains power 
behind the new party chief. 
Mating Mating, the only civilian 
in the highest party ranks, and 
that he has continued support 
from the Army. 

The government appealed to 
Buddhist monks and the public 
today to help end a railway strike 
that has paralyzed transporta- 
tion for five days throughout 
Burma.

Pre-marital 
sex an old 
American 
affair 

NEW YORK, Aug 30. (UPI): 
Pre-Victorian Americans 
believed sexual abstinence 
was harmful to their health 
and often engaged in pre- 
marital sex during.courtship, 
American Heritage magazine 
reports in its issue released 
today. 

The Victorian veneer of a 
straitlaced, prudish society 
was laid ou only in the mid- 
1800s, when men were told 
sex was a risky “animal lust" 
and women were encouraged 
to forego “carnal passion" as 
beneath their proper role as 
mothers and homemakers, 
historian Jack Larkin wrote 
in an article. 

“Early 19th century Americans 
were more licentious than we 
ordinarily imagine them to 
be," be said. “For many cou- 
ples sexual relations were part 
of a serious courtship." 

Records into the late 170% show 
premarital sex was widely 
accepted and “pregnancy was 
frequently the prelude to 
marriage," Larkin said. 
“Nearly one-third of rural 
New England’s brides were 
already with child." 

Pregnancies 

“Pregnancies usually simply 
accelerated a marriage that 
would have taken place in any 
case.” he said. “Most rural 
communities simply accepted 
the "early’ pregnancies that 
marked so many marriages." 

Unwed mothers customarily 
were interrogated daring 
labour about the father — not 
out of concern over 
immorality, but to force the 
father to support a child 
‘"bom a bastard and chargea- 
ble to the town." he wrote, 
quoting a document of the 
era. 

""Into the 1 820s, almost all 
Americans would have subs- 
cribed to the commonplace 
notion that sex. within proper 
social confines, was enjoyable 
and healthy, and that prolon- 
ged sexual abstinence could 
be injurious to health,” 
Larkin said. “They also 
would have assumed that 
women had powerful sexual 
drives.”

US warship collides 
with coal freighter 


NORFOLK, Virginia, Aug 30, 
(UPI): The nuclear-powered air- 
craft carrier USS Eisenhower, 
with 1, 000 sailors lining the flight 
deck looking for their first glim- 
pse of land in days, ran into a 
Spanish coal freighter off the Vir- 
ginia coast yesterday. 

Damage was minimal and no 
injuries were reported, the Navy 
said. One official called it a 
maritime "fender bender'. 

The Eisenhower, returning 
from a six-month deployment in 
the Mediterranean with about 
5,300 crewmembers, hit the 
Uiduliz, while the freighter was 
anchored west of the Hampton 
roads bridge-tunnel in the 
Elizabeth River channel. 

“We're extremely upset that it 
happened,” said Lieut Frank 
Thorp, a spokesman for the 
carrier. ""The first thing you 
beard was the collision alarm.

Polish government ready

to hold talks with Walesa 


WARSAW, Aug 30, (Reuter): 
The Polish government said 
today it was ready to include 
solidarity leader Lech Walesa in 
talks on Poland’s future as soon 
as he left a strike-bound Gdansk 
shipyard and the strike was 
called off. 

“The ending of the strike by 
Lech Walesa and the (Lenin) 
shipyard would automatically 
mean convening round-table 
talks,” government spokesman 
Jerzy Urban said. 

Proposal 

Walesa’s presence at the talks 
would indicate that he represen- 
ted a mass movement. Urban 
added. The authorities have dis- 
missed him as a non-person since 
they outlawed the Solidarity free 
trade union in 1982. 

Round-table talks with the 
opposition were proposed last 
Friday by Interior Minis ter Gen- 
eral Czeslaw Kiszczak. The 


proposal was approved at the 
weekend by the Communist Par- 
ty’s policy-making Central Com- 
mittee. 

“One may expect that Lech 
Walesa will be among those sit- 
ting down to the round-table," 
Urban said in reply to a question 
at his weekly news conference. 

Kiszczak said the talks would 
be without pre-conditions. Par- 
ticipants could include all sides 
expect for those who “rejected 
the constitutional order of 
Poland,” he said. 

Urban’s announcement came 
at the start of the third week of 
Poland’s wont wave of labour 
unrest since communist leader 
General Wojciech Jaruzelski 
imposed martial law in 1981 in a 
bid to crush Solidarity. 

“It is a matter of reaching an 
agreement amid the conditions 
of a subsidising in a manner that 
would offend no one," Urban 


said. 

“A discussion on ways of solv- 
ing Polish problems win be in my 
opinion a common victory.” 

The strike wave that erupted 
on Aug 15 has hit Poland's 
currency-earning coal output 
and halted work at two major 
ports — Gdansk and Szczecin. 

Strikes have subsided in the 
past week but stoppages are still 
under way at one coalmine, a 
southern steel mill, a Szczecin 
bus depot and three Gdansk 
shipyards. 

Walesa told journalists yester- 
day he was ready to join talks 
with the authorities uncon- 
ditionally as soon as they 
indicated readiness to discuss 
recognising solidarity. 

Asked whether this could be 
discussed at the round-table 
Urban said there were no pre- 
condit ions and the agenda would 
be open.

Intelligence 
chief sacked 
for attack on 
Seoul editor 


SEOUL. Au$ 30. (Reuter): 
South Korea dismissed its Army 
intelligence chief and charged 
two generals in connection with 
an attack on a journalist who 
criticised the military, the 
Defence Ministry said today. 

A four-man military squad led 
by a major was arrested last week 
for a knife attack on Oh Hong- 
Keun. city editor of the Joon- 
gang Economic Daily, who 
wrote an article citing the Army 
as the source of many national 
problems. 

A ministry spokesman said 
Major-General Lee Jin-Baek, 
head of Army intelligence, had 
been sacked for failing to control 
his men. 

Brigadier-General Lee Kyu- 
Hong had been charged with 
ordering the assault and 
Brigadier-General Kwon Ki- 
Dae with trying to cover it up, he 
said. 

Oh wasstabbed in the leg in the 
Aug 6 attack. 

A ministry statement apolog- 
ised for the “imprudent acts by a 
small number of soldiers.*' 

“We believe this incident... 
greatly disappointed the people. 
The militaiy will devote itself 
heart and soul to the duty, pf 
safeguarding the people and 
their properties.” -the statement 
said. 

Theattack has becomea major 
political issue in the run-up to 
next month’s Seoul Olympic 
Games. Some opposition parties 
have delayed signing a political 
truce with the government until 
the case is settled. 

Newspapers said during the 
weekend that Defence Minister 
Oh Ja-Bok would submit his 
resignation after ibe investiga- 
tion into the case was over. 

Meanwhile. opposition 
leaders called today for the resig- 
nation of a conservative cabinet 
minister, accusing him of sugges- 
ting that the government should 
crack down on political dissent. 


Takeshita 
returns from 
China tour 


TOKYO, Aug 30. (AP): Prime 
Minister Noboru Takeshita 
returned home today from a six- 
day visit to China highlighted by 
the signing of an investment 
protection agreement and the 
announcement of new Japanese 
loans for Chinese development 


projects. 

The investment accord. which 
guarantees Japanese investors 
the same treatment and rights as 
those enjoyed by Chinese, is 
aimed at increasing the number 


ventures and wholly owned 
busi nesses in China. 

During the visit, his first to 
China since taking office last 
November, Takeshita also 
announced Japan will provide 
850 billion yen ($6.4 billion) in 
government credit and soft, loans 
for some 40 infrastructure 
projects in the 1990^95 period. 

The Japanese Prime Minister 
met China’s top leaders, includ- 
ing Deng Xiaoping, Premier Li 
Deng and Communist Party 
head Zhao Ziyang, for talks that 
emphasised a "new era” of good 
relations between the two Asian 
neighbours. 

Takeshita concluded his visit 
with trips to the famed Buddhist 
sculptures in the grottoes of 
pun H uan g in western China. 


Efforts renewed for 
hostages’ release 


BEIRUT, Aug 30, (AP): A 
Church of England Bishop John 
Brown met with Grand Mufti 
Sheikh Hassan Khaled. spiritual 
leader of Lebanon's Sunni 
Muslims, today in his effort to 
free foreign hostages, including 
several Britons, held by 
extremists. 


John Brown. Bishop of the 
Gulf and Cyprus, arrived in East 
Beirut Sunday to seek word on 
the fate of four missing Iranians. 
He was in Tehran earber. 

Iranian leaders have said they 
will use their influence with Shiite 
Muslims holding hostages in 
Lebanon to free their captives if 
the Church of England helps find 
out what happened to the Iran- 
ians who disappeared in Chris- 
tian territory six years ago. 

Brown, who is based in 
Cyprus, said he was “very 
optimistic” about the progress of 
his discussions in BeiruL 

“It's just a feeling, but we’re 
optimistic," he told reporters 
after his 45-minute meeting with 
Sheikh Hassan. 

He declined to give details of 
the meeting, saying it was a cour- 
tesy visit. 

“I’m really not into the 
political side of it at all," he said. 

Four Britons are missing in 


Lebanon, along with nine 
Americans, an Indian, an Italian, 
a West German and two uniden- 
tified foreigners. 

It was Brown’s second visit to 
Lebanon in a month as represen- 
tative of Archbishop of Canter- 
bury Robert Runcie. primate of 
the Church of England. 

The Iranians disappeared 
while driving in the Christian 
heartland north of Beirut after 
the Israeli Army invaded 
Lebanon in June i 982. 

They were presumed to have 
been kidnapped, but no one has 
claimed to have seized them. 
There have been unconfirmed 
reports they were killed. 

Brown was asked if Iran would 
keep its promise to help free the 
Western hostages if he received 
confirmation that the Iranian 
hostages are dead. 

He said: “1 simply don't know 
what effect it will have on the 
government because I'm not a 
government man. I'm a church- 
man." 

The missing Iranians are 
Revolutionary Guards com- 
mander Ahmad Motevaselian, 
charge d'affaires Mohsen 
Musavi and Kazem Akhavan. a 
correspondent for Iran's official 
Islamic Republic News Agency. 


Khaddafi 
raps his 
revolutionary 
committee 


TRIPOLI, Aug 30, (Reuier): 
Libyan leader Miiammar Khad- 
dafi has accused his own 
revolutionary committees of 
murdering political opponents. 

Addressing a rally of commit- 
tee members from around Libya 
last night, he said some people 
had infiltrated the movement 
and liquidated political oppon- 
ents. 

“The masses have come lo 
hate the revolutionary commit- 
tees," he said in a speech carried 
live by radio and television. 

“Some people infiltrated 
them... and physically liquidated 
some elements who were proved 
to have deviated from the com- 
mittees," he said. 

“Terrorism, if it arises, must be 
terrorism of the masses and not 
individual or committee terror- 
ism,” he added. 

Khaddafi formed the commit- 
tees in 1977 lodefend and lead his 
revolution, a unique blend of 
populist socialism and Islam. 

Thousands of youths enlisted 
as members of the committees 
which had sweeping security and 
intelligence functions. 
Restrictions 

Khaddafi ordered thecommit- 
lees to restrict their operations in 
future to neighbourhood “peo- 
ple’s congresses” and indicated 
their days were numbered. 

“We want the next phase to be 
one in which the masses them- 
selves not the revolutionary com- 
mittees confront the enemies," 
he said. 

The committees would disap- 
pear totally when they were no 
longer needed to guide the mas- 
ses, he added. 

Diplomats said public discon- 
tent bad risen last year because of 
harassment by the committees, 
economic austerity, and an 
unpopular war with southern 
neighbour Chad. 

Libya's General People’s Con- 
gress (GPC) or parliament pas- 
sed a human rights charter in 
June guaranteeing freedom of 
expression and denouncing the 
use of violence. 

In what diplomats said was a 
move to shore up popular sup- 
port, Khaddafi in March bull- 
dozed a prison and freed its 
inmates, some of whom were 
believed to be political prisoners. 


Morocco, Polisario 
UN plan for Sahara

GENEVA. Aug 30. (Reuter): 
Morocco and Polisario Front 
guerrillas have accepted a United 
Nations plan to end 12 years of 
fighting over the Western 
Sahara. UN spokesman Fran- 
cois Giuliani said today. 

The UN plan calls for a 
ceasefire to be followed by a 
referendum offering the people 
of the desert territory a choice 
between independence and 
integration with Morocco. 

Giuliani told reporters Mo- 
rocco and the Algerian -backed 
Polisario Movement had accep- 
ted proposals put forward by 
United Nations Secretary-Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar on 
Aug 11. 

Giuliani was speaking shortly 
after Perez de Cuellar met 
separately with Moroccan 
Foreign Minister Abdellatif 
Filali and Bechir Mustafa, a 
member of the Polisario’s 
executive committee in charge of 


external relations. 

The United Nations spokes- 
man said implementation of the 
plan could start before the end of 
the year. 

No date has been set for a 
ceasefire, and the precise con- 
tents oflhe peace plan have not 
been made public. 

After meeting Perez de 
Cuellar. Mustafa said the Pol- 
isario still wanted a large number 
of the Moroccan troops 
stationed in the Western Sahara 
to be removed before the planned 
referendum. 

Difficult 

He said another difficulty 
would be the presence of a 
Moroccan civilian administra- 
tion in the territory while the 
referendum was held. 

Morocco, which annexed the 
territory when Spain withdrew 
from the desert colony in 1975, 
has about 1 50.000 troops there. 

Filali told reporters after his 


own meeting with Perez de 
Cuellar that Morocco’s militaiy 
presence was not an issue, since it 
was confined to a series of six 
defensive walls which Morocco 
had built to prevent Polisario 
infiltrations. 

Mustafa said the Polisario had 
accepted the way that the ques- 
tion of independence or integra- 
tion into Morocco would be put 
to voters in the referendum. 

Perez de Cuellar told the 
Moroccan and Polisario 
representative that he would 
refer the conditional acceptance 
of the peace plan to the Security 
Council, Giuliani told reporters 
later. 

It will then be necessary to 
discuss and decide on all 
“political and military aspects," 
Giuliani said. 

Perez de Cuellar, he said, 
hopes that the ceasefire and other 
initial elements “can be in place 
by the end of this year." 


Singapore bars 
foreign newsmen 


SINGAPORE, Aug 30, (UP!): 
The Ministry of Home Affairs 
said today it barred entry of a 
reporter for The Far Eastern 
Economic Review and expelled a 
journalist from the Asian Wall 
Street Journal last week because 
they violated immigration laws. 

A ministry statement said 
"Some FEER correspondents 
have repeatedly violated Sin- 
gapore’s immigration laws by 
carrying out journalistic work 
while hereon social visit passes." 

“Because of this flagrant 
abuse, the government has 
decided to not allow any corre- 
spondent from Economic 
Review and her sister publica- 
tion. the Asian Wall Street Jour- 
nal to visit Singapore on social 
visit passes.” the statement said. 

Rodney Tasker, chief corre- 
spondent of FEER, a Hong 


Kong-based weekly magazine 
was refused entry last Wednes- 
day while Raphael Pura of 
AWSJ, who also arrived Wed- 
nesday, said he was called to the 
immigration department Thurs- 
day and handed a letter ordering 
him to leave within 24 hours. 



Both correspondents travelled 
to Singapore to report on the 
Sept 3 parliamentary elections. 

The statement said Tasker 
“has been working in Singapore 
under the pretext of a social visit. 
Therefore he is not allowed to re- 
enter Singapore.” 

Permit 

It said Pura admitted to 
immigration officials that he 
intended to work in Singapore, 
but had not permit, so he was 
told to leave. 

In Hong Kong, Philip Bowr- 
ing, editor of FEER. said Task- 
er's case was not entirely clear. 

“It's very difficult to com- 
ment," he said. 

Barry Wain, AWSJ editor in 
Hong Kong said: “I regret the 
Singapore government action 
which appears to be one major 
blow to press freedom in that 
country.’’ 

“In the 12 years since the Asian 
Wall Street Journal started 
publication, our reporters never 
previously had been required to 
obtain visas in advance for short- 
term reporting visits to Sin- 
gapore," Wain said. 


Crime rate 
rises sharply 
in China 


BEIJING, Aug 30, (UPI): 
China’s top police official repor- 
ted today a dramatic rise in major 
crimes this year and acknowled- 
ged law enforcement agencies 
have also been unable to halt a 
nation-wide wave of gambling, 
prostitution and pornography. 

Public Security Minister 
Wang Fang went as far as to 
warn against “decadent bour- 
geois ideology,” a catch phrase 
for capitalist and foreign cultural 
influences rarely heardat present 


under the country's “open-

door" and economic reform 
policies. 

Those policies, accompanied 
by a general loosening of legal 
and political restrictions, have 
been blamed for an overall upsw- 
ing in social problems.

“Gambling, prostitution, 
publication of obscene articles 
and other ugly social phenomena 
are difficult to stop,” Wang ack- 
nowledged. 


Kabul forces unable to hold Kunduz 


Soviet troops return 
to Afghan city 


WASHINGTON, Aug 30. 
(Reuter): Soviet forces have 
returned to the north Afghanis- 
tan city of Kimduz after pulling 
out two weeks ago in the general 
withdrawal of Soviet forces from 
that country, the Washington 
Post said yesterday. 

In a report from Islamabad, it 
quoted Western diplomats as 
saying the Soviet forces were 
apparently ordered back to Kun- 
dur in the past three days by 
officials in Moscow who were 
embarrassed by the city's tem- 
porary fall to rebels. 

Afghan resistance forces took 
the city soon after Soviet troops 
left on Aug 1 3 but were forced to 
give it up after fierce artillery and 
bombing attacks. 

The newspaper quoted a sen- 
ior diplomat based in Islamabad 
as saying the return of Soviet 
forces to the city showed that 
Soviet-backed Afghan govern- 
ment forces were unable to hold 
the city by themselves. 

Violation 

Itquoled US officials as saying 
the Soviet move did not violate 
the Geneva accord calling for 
removal of half the Soviet forces 
from Afghanistan by Aug 1 5 and 
the rest by next Feb 15. 

But US officials said bombing 
raids from inside the Soviet 
Union against rebel positions in 
Kunduzdid appear to violate the 
accords, the newspaper said. 

Afghan Prime Minister Mo- 
hammed Hasspn Sharq urged the 
United States and Pakistan to 
support an 'Afghan coalition 
govenupenl that would include 


mujahideen and pro-Soviet 
Afghan leaders. The New York 
Times said today. 

Sharq was also quoted by the

Pakistan's President Moham- 
mad Zia-ul-Haq offered oppor- 
tunities for “negotiation and 
reconciliation” with “our 
Muslim brothers in Pakistan.”

Car bomb 
kills one 
in Bekaa 


BEIRUT, Aug 30, (UPI): A car 
bomb blew up in Syrian-held eas- 
tern Lebanon today killing at 
least one person and wounding 
five, in the latest of a spate of 
attacks apparently aimed agai ns t 
the 12-year-old Syrian military 
presence in war-torn Lebanon, 
police said. 

They said the car laden with 
explosives and flammable liquid 
was parked at a bank entrance 
when it exploded shortly after 
mid-day in the town of Chiaura 
in the Bekaa Valley, 35 km east of 
Beirut. 

Police said one person was 
killed and five others were 
injured and rushed to hospitals in 
the nearby city of Zahleh. There 
was no information that Syrian 
troops were among the casual- 

Syrian troops manning several 
roadblocks in Chtaura sealed off 
the scene of Lhe blast and started 
interrogating people who were 
present at Lhe lime of the 
explosion. 

Police said the blast wrecked 
four cars and shattered windows 
of the bank and shops in the 
centre of this market town 
located on a main highway bet- 
ween Beirut and Damascus. 

The blast was the second in the 
Bekaa, and the 12th in Lebanon 
this year. The deadliest was in the 
Syrian-controlled northern port 
of Tripoli April 23 in which SO 
people were killed. 

At least 108 people, including 
more than 10 Syrian troops, have 
been killed in car-bomb ex- 
plosions this year. 

Christian militiamen and 
underground fundamentalist 
factions have vowed to combat 
the Syrian presence on Lebanese 
territory.

Drop in prices of 
fresh fish predicted

TH E head of the Kuwaiti Fisher- 
men's Union, Abdulaziz Boura- 
shid, has predicted a drop in the 
prices of local fresh fish now that 
the ceasefire in the Iraq- Iran war 
has been imposed. 

The quantity of local fish was 
reduced during the war because 
fishing was forbidden in many 
areas beyond territorial waters. 
Before the war, the catch on each 
boat was worth KD 500, but this 
amount fell Loa mere KD40 dur- 
ing the war. 

The ban on shrimp fishing will 
be lifted next month and will con- 
tinue until April. Bourashid 
expects a good supply this 
season.. 

Stall-holders at the Shuwaikh 
retail fish market are optimistic 
about future activity there. One 
vendor said that business should 
be back to normal in the nextfew 
months — depending on local 


supply — and the heavy depen- 
dence on imported fish will be 
reduced. Another vendor was 
confident that prices will come 
down and expected good busi- 
ness in early September, when 
the ban on shrimp fishing is lif- 
ted. 

Blamed 

Meanwhile, Bourashid com- 
plained about the high cost of 
fishing equipment and blamed 
local agents and importers of 
marine equipment for the high 
prices. 

He said the union paid around 
KD 100,000 a month to service 
and maintain every 1,000 boats. 
He praised the government's 
efforts in establishing the union 
and called for its help m finding a 
permanent supplier whose 
services were less expensive. 

Additionally, Bourashid dis- 
closed that the capture of fisher- 
men by Iranians during the war is 
prompting serious consideration 
of life insurance for fishermen.

Partition looms over Lebanon 

KUWATT1 newspapers yesterday warned that failure to elect a new 
patriotic president of oil Lebanese could split the Arao country 

One daily said the danger of partition has loomed over Lebanon 
ever since the civil war broke out in 1 9 7 5. but increases :n times cl 
military or political chaos such os the current deadlock over a 
successor to outgoing President Amin Gemoyel 

The newspaper pointed out that dividing Lebanon has always 
been part of on Israeli dream to create small and weak sectarian 
states. 

Such a scheme, the newspaper commented editorially, found 
suppoort only among a small band of right-wing Christians in 
Lebanon chiefly the former president-elect Bashir Gemoyel who 
was killed in a bomb explosion and his Phalongist militias who 
received arms and militaiy training from the Zionists 

But the paper stressed that the majority in the Lebanese Christian 
community have not fallen victim to the Israeli schemes and reject 
any plots to spilt their country along sectarian lines. 

The paper echoed the warning of Lebanon's iflaronite Patnacft 
Nasraliah Stir, against dividing the country, and his call for national 
unity. 

Another daily launched a scathing attack on rival militias and 
political parties who are blocking the election of a successor to 
Gemayel. 

“It is regrettable that political feuds between armed parties in 
Lebanon have reached a point whereby they are seeking foreign 
assistance to impose their views or choice of presidential 
nominee." the paper said. 

No party so far has made any compromise to break the deadlock 
around the presidential elections and subsequently end the 
suffering of the average Lebanese, who is more concerned about 
basic commodity prices than who is the next president, the 
newspaper said. 

The daily expressed astonishment that the month-oid bickering 
has been aver nominees, and not about their political programmes 
or constitutional reforms. 

“Those speaking of a constitutional vacuum are the ones 
Mocking the election of a president and are leading the country into 
comprehensive vacuum, which represents pari of Lebanon's 
overall dilemma over the past 1 4 years," the paper concluded. 
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Call for more 
support for PLO 

A United Arab Emirates daily called for more support for the PLO in 
Its latest diplomatic initiative aimed at achieving a fair settlement 
by establishing a Palestinian state-in-exile. 

The Dubai-based newspaper said the Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip presented a major challenge 
to Israel and focused world attention on Middle East peace moves. 

“ft has created a momentum for a settlement which even the 
West Is finding hard to Ignore," the paper pointed out. 

“Adding to Israel's worries is the diplomatic campaign launched 
by the PLO for a govern ment-in-exile, and the declaration of an 
independent Palestinian state," it added. 

The extent of Israel's “panic" was clear when it sent a senior 
politician to a\ West European stale to counter the PLO driva it 
said. 

In fills context it is not entirely without significance that the 
European Parliament has invited PLO chairman Arafat to address 
it," the newspaper said. 

The daily urged the UN secretory-general and West European 

leaders to “come out unambiguously in favour of Palestinians

HAVE a question. If writer A 
nd writer B collaborate to 
Produce a story, and then 
~ r A and writer C turn it 
a screenplay, what hap- 
.-d to writer B? Did writer A 
become crazed with visions of 
huge profits, and kill him off? 
'Jr did writer B just prove 
totally unco-operative and 
unimaginative? If so. which bits 
bfthe original story were his? 
Whatever the reasons, I think 
the public has the right to 
know. 

In fact, I spent the early min- 
utes of Betdgnese (pronounced 
Beetlejuice, and spelt that way 
on the video label 1 wondering 
exactly what had come between 
the two writers of the original 
story. But not for long: what 
starts as a fairly nebulous sort 
of film quickly develops into a 
thoroughly entertaining and 
compelling story. 

A young married couple is 
killed in a clean and painless car 
crash, and find themselves 
doomed to haunt their 
beautiful country farm house 
for the next hundred and fifty 
years. The couple were child- 
less, but had loved their large 
old house with its quaint, 
traditional decor, and the little, 
rural town outside. The hus- 
band. played by Michael 
Keaton, has even painstakingly 
built an accurate scale model of

the town, and has added to it 
continually as minor details 
change. He even includes the 
local cemetery, which after the 
crash, includes their graves- 
tones. 

The couple don't find being 
ghosts very pleasant. At first 
Life appears lo continue as nor- 
mal. and they think they have 
survived the crash, but then 
they realise they have no 
recollection of their journey 
from the bottom of the river 
back to the house, and more 
disturbingly, that they no lon- 
ger have any reflection in the 
mirror. The final clincher is the 
"Handbook for the Recently 
Deceased”, which they find on 
the coffee table. 

The pair quickly find that 
being dead is not much fun. and 
are appalled to find that Lhey 
are trapped in the house. The 
wife, played by Geena Davis. 


finds it particularly hard to 
cope, and storms out of the 
door before her husband can 
rescue her, and has to be res- 
cued from a gigantic dolphin- 
cum-sand worm in a desert 
wasteland. Even the boredom 
they have to endure is prefera- 
ble to that desert, but then a 
new family arrives, which 
quickly makes plans to com- 
pletely redecorate and disLort 
the house. 

The ghosts try everything 
Lhey can to scare them away but 
prove rather inept and wimpish 
at haunting, resorting to dress- 
ing in designer sheets, because 
no-one but the teenage daugh- 
ter can see them. 

Finally, wheat the newcomers 
realise their house is haunted, 
they make plans to exploit the 
ghosts, who hide out in the attic 
with their model of the town. 

Betelguese is the apparent 
answer. He is not a very nice 
ghost at all, and claims to be 
able to "exorcise the living”. At 
first the couple see him as an 
ideal solution to their 
problems, but then they meet 
him, and see him trying to put 
some of his schemes into effect. 
They realise that no matter bow 
much they hate the new family, 
they can't allow Betelguese to 
have his way. 

The film develops into a con- 
flict between wanting the 
family to leave, especially as 
they are now posing a direct

desire to protect them from 
Betelguese. 

it was recommended to me as 
a "silly” film I was bound to 
like, but I'd substitute the word 
"weird" for silly.

A well meaning drama, 
admirably produced by Mer- 
chant Ivory, it makes a pleasant 
change to see them involved in a 
contemporary film instead of 
their meticulous period recrea- 
tions. Films like A Room With 
A View and The Bostonians 
having gained for them a 
reputation which can only be 
enhanced by other films similar 
to My Little GirL 

Streets of Gold is a “Rocky 
IV with a moral” film, and alth- 
ough Kiaus Maria Brandauer 
does his best with a rather narr- ■ 
owly conceived role, it defin- 
itely lacks Rocky’s punch. 
Brandauer plays a former 
Soviet boxing champion who is 
denied his chance to represent 
the USSR at the Olympics 
because of his religion, and 
ends up in Brighton Beach. 


Brooklyn. There he trains two 
aspiring young fighters, one 
white (Adrian Pasdar), and one 
black (Wesley Snipes').

Initially uncertain as to 
whether it is a drama about 
recent ^immigrants, (a .lo; .of 
screen time is spent on local 
Brighton Beach colour). or. a 
making-j t r o ut-of^Ui t q,- ghetto 
melodrama. Streets of Gold 
keeps it’s fight-picture 
audience waiting a long time 
before we are treated to the 
final rousing match. Unfortun- 
ately, even that is badly 
choreographed (not to mention 


appallingly refereed). Good 
performances from the three 
main actors and a 'nice' story 
that is bound to appeal, but the 
film is scarcely a knock-out.

King Hussein’s split with West Bank 


A challenge for all 


By John Rice 


AMMAN. JordaD, (AP): King 
Hussein's disengagement from 
the West Bank has thrust the 
Palestinians’ fate solely into the 
hands of the PLO and pulled the 
plug on 20 years of US Middle 
East peace strategies. 

His July 31 decision to sever 
legal and administrative links 
with the Israeli-occupied 
territory also pulled the rug out 
from Israeli Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres. 

He has advocated the “Jor- 
danian option." under which 
Amman would take the Palestin- 
ians off Israel's hands, while 
leaving the Jewish state controll- 
ing strategic parts of the West 
Bank. 

Hussein's move also was a 
major step toward cementing a 
Jordanian identity among the 
hundreds of thousands of Pales- 
tinian refugees Jordan welcomed 
after the 1948 and 1967 wars with 
Israel. 

Most Jordanians are from 
refugee families. They have iden- 
tified with the king on one side 
and Palestine on the other. 

Now Lhey'il have to choose. 
Jordanian officials say West 
Bankers are no longer Jordanian 
citizens. 

Withdraw 

Since the 1967 war, the United 
States has called for Israel to 
withdraw from the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip in return for 
peace. That cast Hussein as the 
Palestinians' overseer. 

After the 1973 war, moderate 
Israelis opted for the “Jordanian 
option," which would give Jor- 
dan a shrunken West Bank and 
the teeming Gaza Strip to block 
Lhe creation of a Palestinian state 
on Israel's flank. 

Gaza was Egyptian territory 
until 1967. But Jordan, through 
its links with the West Bank, 
assumed much of the respon- 
sibility for its 650,000 
inhabitants, most of them Pales- 
tinian refugees. 

Israel and the United States 
rejected the 1974 Arab summit 
resolution naming the PLO the 
Palestinians’ sole representative, 
even as the years weakened Hus- ‘ 
sein’s influence in the West Bank 
and bolstered the PLO. 

Hussein has repeatedly tried to 
bridge the gap between Israel and 
the United States and the PLO. 
But neither side offered enough 
concessions to lure the other. 


An Arab summit last May 
shunted aside Jordan’s role in 
favour of the PLO, its influence 
swelled by the Palestinian upris- 
ing in the occupied territories. 

One Jordanian official, insist- 
ing on anonymity, said some Jor- 
danian leaders were shocked by 
the wave of PLO support and 
condemnation of Jordan during 
the uprising. 

“We also came to realize that 
the Israelis and Americans made 
use of the fact that there was a 
legal relationship between Jor- 
dan and the West Bank to 
procrastinate, to find pretexts” 
for not negotiating, a palace 
official told the Associated Press. 

Now, he said, talks about 
Palestine are up to Israel and the 
PLO. The king vowed to back 
any PLO stands, as well as an 
independent Palestinian state. 

To underscore that point, the 
palace official said Jordan has 


backed away from its long-stan- 
ding call for an instant con- 


ding call for an instant con- 
federation between Jordan and a 
Palestinian state, cutting the 
bond US officials had seen as a 
crucial part of peace efforts. 

Hussein has insisted his action 
is irrevocable, an historic split 
with the West . Bank that his 
grandfather. King Abdullah, 
absorbed in 1950. 

The PLO. caught off guard by 
Hussein’s dramatic move, has 
responded by planning to declare 
an independent Palestinian state 


and a provisional government, 
which likely will be based on 


recognition of Israel's right to 
exist. 


That would mark a major shift 
for an organization that has for- 


mally advocated a “democratic 
secular state" to replace Israel. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir has vowed to crush Pales- 
tinian independence efforts. 

That would leave Israel with 
the choice of riding out the storm 
in the West Bank and Gaza, 
imposing a sort of sub-state there 
run by Israeli-backed collabor- 
ators or gradually trying to 
squeeze out the West Bankers. 

Jordanian officials have tried 
to soften the wrench of Hussein’s 
decision. ^The monarch assured 
Palestinians in Jordan that they 
retain full rights as citizens of the 
kingdom. 

But he has made clear that 
while they can eventually choose 
Palestinian citizenship, they will 
have to be loyal citizens of Jor- 
dan while in the kingdom. 


Deaths of Arab 


workers spark fear

OR YEHUDA, Israel, (UPI): 
The pale green shed, its door 
blackened by flames, still stands, 
at the edge of the construction 
site, a charred symbol of the ris- 
ing wave of violence and fear in 
Israel between Arabs and Jews. 

On the night of Aug 8, the 
three Arab workers burned to 
. death in the windowless hut 
. where they slept illegally instead 
of reLuniing each night to their 
homes in Gaza's squalid refugee 
; camps. 

“These Arab people came here 

• to work and they were killed," 

• said Meyer Shell, 40. “It was the 
most disgusting violent thing. It 

• shouldn't have happened." 

The deaths sparked wide- 
; spread rioting in Gaza and 
brought fear to the tens of 

• thousands of Arabs who travel 
from the occupied West Bank 

. and Gaza Strip to jobs in Israel. 

"Most of the people here are 
1 afraid to go to Israel, but they 

• must go." said Mahmud Salim 
. Abed, 65, the uncle of Nisim 
. Ibrahim Abed, one of the slain 

• workers. “They go only to work, 

. not to make strikes, to throw 

• bottles." 

Condemned 

• Although widely condemned

"People are frightened,’’ said 
UsiHakia, 52, a Jewish construc- 
tion contractor from Iraq who 
came to Israel in 1 95 1 . “It starts a 
cycle of revenge. ‘It's not a local 
thing." 

Many of Or Yehuda's people 
say the 1,000 Palestinian 
labourers who work here are wel- 
come. But they don’t deny rela- 
tions have soured. 

“Until the beginning of the 
uprising, some Arab guys even 
used to go out with the girls from 
here," said Ya'acov Zac h aria, 
“since then, things have become 
polarized." 

At the construction site where 
the burned shed stands, work 
continued on an extension of the 
Or Yehuda community centre. 
Subcontractor Asher Sbitrit, 43, 
a Jew born in Morocco, said the 
slain workers were friends and 
hard workers who slept at the site 
to save on car fare. 

“We have memories about the 
Nazis. We are very sensitive 
about these things," he said. 
“The Nazis burned us with gas, 
but here people were burned with 
live fire, it is impossible to 
grasp" 

Whoever started the fire also 
barred the door, preventing the 
men from escaping despite the 
efforts of nearby residents to get 
help. A natural gas tank used for 
cooking exploded, fatally burn- 
ing the workers. 

“They have it easy and they 
make a big mess. Throw them 
out,” said Chaim Vasha, 23, an 
unemployed Jewish immigrant 
from Soviet Georgia. 

Police arrested two Or Yehuda 
men and accused them of throw- 
ing the firebombs at a Jewish 
home to create an anLi-Arab 
backlash. 

Or Yehuda mayor Yitzhak 
Bukovza made an extraord inar y 
visit to the three Palestinian vic- 
tims' families in Gaza to offer 
condolences, although he said he 
believed no one from his town 
torched the shed. 


Mandela poses dilemma for South Africa

JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa, (AP): Through 26 years 
of imprisonment. Nelson Man- 
dela has evolved steadily into an 
almost superhuman symbol of 
black resistance to apartheid. 

Now 70, stricken with tuber- 
culosis, the African National 
Congress leader's international 
stature is at a peak, and be is 
locked in a test of wills with 
President P.W. Botha that will 
have a profound impact on 
South Africa's future. 

Since Mandela was hosp- 
italized Aug 12, Botha has come 
under unprecedented pressure, 
here and abroad, to free the man 
who many believes would be 
president if black South Africans 
could vote. 

More so than ever before, 
Botha bas indicated he is ready to 
oblige, saying he wants to “act in 
a humane way" towards a 
prisoner “in a special category of 
his own.” 

But commentators across the 
political spectrum say Botha has 
become as much a prisoner as 


Mandela, caught in a dilemma 
from which there is no easy 
escape. 

Keeping Mandela in jail will 
intensify the international 
protests and pose the risk of a 
fUrious response by blacks if 
their most esteemed leader dies 
behind bare. 

rrOieST 

Yet freeing an unrepentant 
Mandela will outrage right-wing 
whites, and could revive militant 
black opposition activity that 
has been heavily suppressed 
under a 26-month-old state of 


emergency. 

These conflicting pressures 
leave Botha in a bind. Govern- 
ment officials say he is unlikely to 
choose the bolder option of 
release without some sort of con- 
cession from Mandela, such as 
tacit acceptance of the govern- 
ment’s demand for a renuncia- 
tion of violence. 

Mandela's supporters believe 
be will accept nothing short of 
unconditional freedom. They 
recall 1986, when Mandela said 
he would not renounce violence 
until the government unbanned

Palls for Mandela’s release are 
c omin g not only from blacks and 
white liberals, but also from 
some conservative whites.

Some analysts argue that the 
ANCs exiled leadership benefits 
more with Mandela behind bars 
than if he were free.

apartheid, and agreed to 
negotiate political rights for the 
nation's 26-million black 
majority. 

“There is no violence worse 
than apartheid," wrote black 
newspaper editor Khulu Sibiya.

“If white leaders do not act in 
good faith toward us, if they will 
not meet with us to discuss 
political equality ... then there 
really is no alternative other than 
violence," he told Samuel Dash.

Dash, one of the few foreigners 
to meet Mandela in prison, wrote 


of the encounter: “Throughout 
our meeting, I felt that I was in 
the presence not of a guerrilla 
fiehter or radical ideologue, but . 
of a head of state." . 

Doctors say the prognosis lor 
Mandela’s complete recovery 
from tuberculosis is good, and 
government officials have sug- 
gested that he might be moved to 
a private clinic while he 
recuperates. 

Under this scenario, he would 
be allowed to see an increased 
flow of visitors, and the govern- 
ment would decide after several 
months whether to free him or 
return him to prison.

BEKINI ATOLL, Northern 
Pacific, (Renter): The many 
movies of recent years set in the 
post-nuclear war age do not 
prepare you for Bikim Island. 

The United States exploded 23 
atomic bombs on or near this 
Northern Pacific atoll between 
1946 and 1958, but you would 
never know it from the beauty of 
its palm-fringed beaches and 
coconut groves. 

Nature’s power of regenera- 
tion may be remarkable, but this 
crescent-shaped four-kni (three- 
mile) long island remains vir- 
tually uninhabited because oflin- 
gering radioactivity in the

The US announced in 1968 
that the island was safe and some 
families moved back, only to be

Inter-German ties still tricky

BONN, (Reuter): Cross-border 
travel and cultural exchanges are 
booming a year after East Ger- 
man leader Erich Honecker’s his- 
toric visit to West Germany, but 
the diplomatic relationship 
remains awkward and distant. 

Diplomats, analysts and Bonn 
officials agree that Honecker’s 
trip, the first by an East German 
Communist Party chief since the 
division of Germany in 1949, 
succeeded only in knocking 
down many terriers to grass- 
roots contact 

Visits to West Germany by 
East Germans under pensioner’s 
age, rare two years ago, are now 
almost common. The number 
doubled to 1.2 million in 1987 
and is expected to be higher this 
year. 

West Berliners visiting family 
in East Berlin can now stay over- 
night instead of having to re-. 


ecker’s visit has yielded pacts to 
sell Airbus jets to East Ger- 
many's state airline, provide 
West German expertise to 
improve woeful car-breakdown 
service on East German high- 
ways, and enable Wfest Germans 
to transfer hard currency to 
relatives or friends in East Ger- 


many. 

. Parallel to the travel surge has 
been an apparent suspension of 
the East Goman policy to shoot 
civilians trying to flee over the 
fenced border to West Germany.

Duisberg told Reuters, 
referring to the broader human 
and cultural links long pressed 
for by Bonn. 

“We could not and did not 
expect to overcome the old, basic 
problems that keep us apart,” he 
said.

CAIRO: A truck hit Wagdi 
Film’s donkey and apparently 
broke its leg.

Fahmi has worked 13 years 
for the Brooke Hospital, a 
charity founded by a British 
animal-lover before World 
War Two and kept thriving by 

— at least in part — old ladies. 

It has clinics in Alexandria. 

on the Mediterranean coast, 
and Luxor in southern EgypL 

Iordan's Princess Alia 
opened the first Brooke clinic 
outside Egypt on March 30 in 
' the ancient rock city of Petra, a. 
popular tourist site. 

The Brooke Hospital 
appears to have several advan- 


tages over government-run 
clinics, including money from 
abroad. 

It's £100,000 to 200,000 
($180,000 to 360.000) annual 
budget is funded by some 3,000 
donors — mostly British and 
mostly women. 

"We do have lots of old 
ladies. They're very, very 
important,” says Richard 
Searight, organising secretary 
and grandson of the army gen- 
eral's wife who founded the 
hospital. 

Dorothy Brooke came to 
Egypt in 1930 and was distres- 
'se&'brfhe 'statertif 'survivors 
among 20,000 cavalry horses 
.spJjd:oC£ byrijhe British army in 
■Bgypt after-World War-One. j • 

She raised funds and devoted 
her time to having the horses 
destroyed. In 1934, she foun- 
ded the hospital, which has 
since treated over 250,000 
animals. 

Apart from running mobile 
clinics in Cairo's teeming mark- 
ets and Zebeleen slums, the 
hospital can handle up to 134 
horses and donkeys as in- 
patients and dozens convalesc- 
ing or awaiting slaughter. It has 
surgery for sheep, goats and 
dogs- 

Most patients are injured in 
traffic. Some are worked too 
hard or otherwise maltreated. 
There were 670 ‘destruction 
cases', last year in Cairo and 
120 in Luxor and Alexandria. 

“We give them a good send- 
off We give them seven lux- 
urious days before putting 
them down," said Searight. 
“We’ve done that since the 
1930s.' 1 Animals in great pain 
are killed immediately. 

Treatment is free of charge 
and the hospital compensates 
owners of animals Fit only for 
slaughter which would otherw- 
ise be worked to death.

LOS ANGELES (UPI):

"We really have no 

problem with the chimpan- 
zees,” Thomas explained, "but 
the gorillas are much more dif- 
ficult- You have to be careful 
about how you work them 
together. 

“in the old days, when we 
brought them out of the wild, 
they identified with people and 
not other gorillas. So we've 
learned to break that to help 
them breed in captivity,” he 
said. 

Some of the animals bred in 
zoos are returned to the wild in 
attempts to increase popula- 
tions dwindling becasue of 
human encroachment of 
natural habitats, especially in 
developing countries. Others 
are bred and returned to the 
wild to ensure thriving popula- 
tions that may have once been 
decimated by poaching.

"We offer to buy the 
animal.” says Hassan Sami, 
deputy director of the hospital.

Exclusive bamboo-shoot diet leading to decline 


Saving the panda: a world-wide challenge

PEKING — I kept hearing 
hoofbeats under my head — 
back and forth, back and forth. 
It was not yet dawn and we were 
stretched out on bedding on the 
second floor of an abandoned 
farmhouse. 

The night had been a restless 
one — a long, futile watch at the 
window, then to bed. only to be 
awakened by Xiao Wei. a 
graduate student doing field 
research, to glimpse ihe shad- 
owy bulk of one (akin after 
another emerging from the 
forest to lick salt and romp in a 
mud puddle. 

I got to the window just in 
time to see two huge creatures 
exiting from the floor beneath 
us. where they had been look- 
ing for more salt. The second of 
the two stopped, and slowly, 
deliberately, turned his head 
around. He siared. and then, 
with immense dignity, snorted 
and moved on again. His rump 
looked as broad as the prover- 
bial bam door beneath me. It 
was unimaginable that he could 
slip so silently through the 
bamboo undergrowth. 

Takin are a protected species 
related to the musk ox, with 
moose-like faces, shaggy coats, 
and thick curled-back horns. 
They inhabit much of the same 
environment as the giant 
panda, but because they are 
vastly less appealing in looks 

and some what less endangered, 
they have not attracted the 
same worldwide attention. In 
Sichuan Province's Tangjiahe 
Nature Reserve, however, they 
are under intense study. 

Tangjiahe, about 400 square 
kilometres (150 square miles) 
of rugged mountains, is one of a 
dozen or so nature reserves set 
up to protect the giant panda. 
Of (he three we visited in 
Sichuan, it was the most unin- 
habited (by humans), and, in 
mid-autumn with the Luming 
leaves stitching breathtaking 
brocades on the slopes, the 
most beautiful. 

Access roads built into two 
main valleys in 1 965 and a small 
cluster of buildings, including 
accommodation for foreign 
scientists, were hand-me- 
downs from logging days. 
Local inhabitants had been 
su£cessfulfy ffiB?OTT5lSrSince 
thcestabtishmenl-of the reserve • 
in 1978 (a featnofyet riJar^iged !

A birder’s paradise. Tan- 
gjiahe is also home to a number 
of rare mammals, including the 
giant panda, takin, and golden 
monkey. Although we visited a 
field research station and clim- 
bed to higher elevations, we 
never caught sight of the elusive 
giant panda or golden monkey. 

We did, however, come upon 
fresh panda droppings, which a 
worker from the field station 
carefully put into plastic bags 
for analysis, and saw where the

panda had been chewing on the 
bamboo. 

In its over 3 milli on years of 
existence, the giant panda, 
called a living fossil, has 
evolved two specializations for 
eating bamboo: forepaws 
adapted for grasping steins 
through the addition of a sixth 
digit, or thumb, and teeth that 
are broad and flat for crushing 
bamboo. 

Unfortunately, the panda's 
reliance on an exclusive diet of 
bamboo, has led to its peril . The 
death of bamboo species and 
the destruction of habitat 
through logging and agricul- 
ture have caused starvation. 
The panda's low-quality diet 
forces it to forage at intervals 
day and night, rest much and, 
when active, concentrate on 
keeping its stomach filled. 

Reproduction is slow; pan- 
das conceive after 6-1/2 years 
and raise one cub every two 
years. If two babies are bom, 
the mother raises only one.

highly localised because of its 
choice of a single source of 
food, provides a living 
blueprint for extinction. Thus, 
saving the panda has become a 
worldwide challange. 

The World Wildlife Fund 
(WWF) has taken this lovable 
creature as its representative. 
WWF has also pumped money 
and expertise into China's 
panda reserves. One of Lhese is 
Wolong Nature Reserve, 2,000 
square kilometres (770 square 
miles), established in 1963. 

Fanning, logging, hunting. 



and livestock grazing had 
degraded the giant panda's 
habitat at Wolong. But in 1975 
logging was halted, and in 1980 
a breeding and research station 
was set up in cooperation with 
the WWF. Ten pandas were in 
residence at the time of our 
visit, including the baby of 
them ail, Lan Tian (Blue Sky), 
the first panda bora at Wolong 
through artificial insemina- 
tion. He is now a bouncy, tum- 
bling. tame one-year-old. 

The pandas live well, with 
house, playground, and plenty 
of food. When Qiu Xianmeng, 
their veterinarian, calls them by 
name, they come. 

Mr Qin took us to an area 
where year-round field 
research on the ecology of giant 
pandas and other wildlife is 
carried out. The mountain trail 
wound through densely moss- 
draped evergreens and tall 
rhododendron. The leaf-str- 
ewn path was etched in white, 
the serenity of the surroundings 
occasionally quickened by 
gleaming red birches. 
■JJMidway. o&r guide got out 
- -faisiistening-apparatus-to mon- 
te movements _of pandas' 
*facno-cbllart — ■ two 
red pandas and two giant pan- 
das. We could hear the tick- 
ticks, faster or slower, depend- 
ing on how active the animals 
were. We could tell the direc- 
tion. but we would have a long, 
probably fruitless climb 
through thick underbrush to 
find any. Red pandas, small 
raccoon-like creatures, are 
notoriously elusive, and giant 
pandas are nearly as hard to 
come upon. 

We climbed to a tent used by 
the young researchers for night 
observation. Gauges marked 


precipitation levels, and our 
guide carefully took notes — as 
he had all along the way — of 
birds sighted and, of course, the 
condition of various species of 
bamboo. The giant panda's 
habitat was indeed nearly inac- 
cessible, yet beautiful. 

Later that day we returned to 
reserve headquarters. A drive 
alongside the rushing, rock- 
filled Pitiao River to the 
reserve’s high pass at Balang- 
shaxu 4.487 metres ( 14,71 7 feet) 
above sea-level, showed how 
difficult, if not impossible, it 
would be to clear the reserve of 
its more than 3,000 local 
inhabitants. This was a main 
truck and bus route cutting 
right through the reserve’s cen- 
tre. The reserve bad built a 
power station to generate elec- 
tricity, and houses and a school 
on its fringes, but residents 
refused to move. 

The third major panda 
reserve we visited bad a reputa- 
tion as a tourist attraction 
rather than a serious research 
centre. Jiuzhaigou, covering 
600 square kilometres, was 
established in 1 978 and is a fan- 


r route there took us ‘past 
team after team of gold prosp- 
ectors working the river with 
huge hoses to dredge the sand, 
and gracious, fretworked, 
wooden houses festooned with 
hanging clusters of corn. 

Racks and trees were draped 
with everything from beans to 
cabbage to persimmons, all air- 
drying for winter consumption. 
Pairs of oxen were plowing the 
fields. The residents were dres- 
sed in traditional costume, the 
women in gowns of rainbow 
colours, the men in belted swag- 
ger coats, all topped off with 
flat-brimmed hats and tall. 


perky feathers. 

The attraction of Jiuzhaigou 
is its abundance of water — 
broad waterfalls and nearly 
continuous lakes. Particularly 
incredible was sight of clumps 
of trees and shrubs amid the 
fast-moving waters. The lakes 
are very clear reflecting 
mirrors, kaleidoscopes of 
cobalt blues, emerald greens, 
and deep purples. 

The reserve's managers are 
entirely engrossed in matters of 
tourism — from clearing up lit- 
ter to construction of a 
Tibetan-style guest house. 
Managing tourists is. in a way, 
protecting wildlife. Indeed, 
there seems to be progress 
along that line; driving along 
the roads we encountered large 
flocks of pheasants that were in 
no hurry to disperse. 

Jiuzhaigou's extraordinary 
beauty, like that of other once- 
remote areas, was Laken for 
granted by its inhabitants, who 
didn't realize its potential for 
tourism. Only in recent years 
have such areas been "dis- 
covered” and marked for 
development. The Chinese 
have taken to travel with a ven- 
geance, and liuzhaigou has 
become a must for all 
semiadventurcrs. 

From Jiuzhaigou, we made 
our way back to Chengdu, the 
provincial capital. Our mission 
was to pay a visit to Mei Mei, 
champion panda mother, at the 
Chengdu Zoo. Six of Mei Mei's 
offspring are still living, and she 
is such a steady producer thaL 
zoo officials now Lake her cubs 
away at about seven months so 
she can give birth every year. 
(Normally the young leave 
their mother at about 18 mon- 
ths.) 

Mei Mei is one of more than 
10 pandas at the zoo. Although 
they are well taken care of and 
the zoo's reproduction 
programme is supported by 
WWF, it is disturbing to see 
these wild creatures so confined 
— more so even than at the 
Wolong research station. 

Watching Mei Mei, a small- 
ish female, I noticed her pigeon- 
toed gaiL A zoo panda expert 
explained that it helped her 
plow through bamboo thickets 
as she foraged in the wild. 

. I wasreminded once again of 
the curious relationship bet- 
ween beast and food source, 
still a mystery that is lied up in 
the scientific guessing-game of 
whether the giant panda is 
more closely related to the rac- 
coon or the bear. Such things 
are for scientists to ponder, and 
the literature on the subject has 
done little but exacerbate the 
controversy. Meanwhile, the 
creature is the focus of inter- 
continental conservation 
efforts and one of Sichuan's 
most precious inhabitants.

“SOMETIME next week? I 
don't think you understand 
my problem. I don’t just 
have a malfunctioning 
machine. I have a bouse full 
of kids who produce more 
dirty clothes than even an 
appliance of science can 
handle without feeling a 
little breathless at times. 

My laundry is piling up 
faster than the national 
debt. You can’t abandon 
me like this in my hour of 
need." But of course he 
can, and he invariably does. 

In self-defence, let me say 
at this point that the 
washing machine isn't the 
only one in the house with a 
mind of its own. I may be 
not programmed to the 
same intricate level as my 
temperamental washer, but 
my primitive, 
unimaginative forms of

retaliation have usually 
proven to be pretty 
effective. A basic, well- 
placed kick used to work 
quite nicely until my 
appliance of science 
overcame this ploy and 
created a quirk less easy to 
remedy. Then I discovered 
that the appearance of a 
screwdriver worked even 
better than a kick. The 
mere threat of me and my 
inexperience tampering 
with its innards would get 
the machine to hastily 
re think its strategy of 
stubbornness. 
Disembowelment doesn’t 
appeal to any of us, least of 
all to sophisticated 
circuitry. 

Over the years, my 
machine and I have come 
to the conclusion that it is 
mutually advantageous to 
develop cautious tolerance 


for one another. Now it 
hardly ever shrinks clothes 
or eats socks, and I hardly 
ever swear to trade it in for 
a regular, hard-working 
model that makes no 
pretense about being a 
scientific wonder. 

Nevertheless, there have 
been dangerous lapses. 

Like the time when the 
machine chose to throw 
one of its temperamental 
tantrums on a day when I 
was already plagued by too 
many of Life’s “downs.” 
The wretched bucket of 
high-tech bolts had brought 
me to the verge of tears of 
frustration by refusing to 
even acknowledge that it 
was programmed to wash 
clothes, not act like a prima 
ballerina. 

Then, with a better sense 
of timing than that shown 
by the washing machine. 


one of Life’s little "‘ups’’ 
occurred: some visitors 
arrived. Any by golly, 
wasn't one of them a most 
able handyman. He quickly 
produced screw-drivers, 
wrenches, and other related 
paraphenalia without 
giving a moment's thought 
to any sensitivities 
harboured by what he 
considered to be a mere 
machine. He effectively 
manipulated wires, turned 
screws, and pushed buttons 
until at last he announced, 
“There you are. It’s as good 
as new.” This, of course, 
was a dubious accolade 
since even in its new 
condition it showed 
disturbing signs of an over- 
bred nature. Still, the 
overhaul was a fine 
example for the supremacy 
of Man over Machine. 

Yet even in the face of 
overwhelming defeat, my 
appliance of science still has 
the oomph (or the gall!) to 
display a bit of defiance. 
There's nothing much it 
can do about the expertly 
overhauled wiring and 
whatever else it hides under 
its lid, but it can (and does) 
let me know it’s still alive 
and kicking by periodically 
causing its door to jam. 

This means I either can’t 
get the machine to start 
(because the computer chip 
doesn’t register that it’s 
securely locked) or I can’t 
get the dean clothes out of 
the machine (because the 
door is so securely locked.) 

But even on this point 
we’ve arrived at a 
compromise: if I close the 
door gently and then give it . 
a reasuring nudge with my 
bottom, the washing gets 
done without any 
problems. It seems that 
even a sophisticated 
appliance of science needs 
the assurance of a little love 
and attention. I only hope 
my dryer, dishwasher and 
fridge/freezer, made by the 
same manufacturer, don’t 
develop similar insecurities.

Paris oil 
strike being 
studied, says 
Elf Aquitaine 

PARIS, Aug 30, (Reuter): A sur- 
prise oil stride in a Paris suburb is 
being studied for its potential as a 
producing field. Elf Aquitaine, 
r ranee s biggest oil company, 
said today. 

Societe Nationale Elf 
Aquitaine said it made the dis- 
i covery late last week 2,000 
metres (6,500 feet) beneath the 
grimy industrial suburb of Ivry, 
south of Paris. 

A company spokesman said 
the firm may continue prospect- 
ing around the Orly and Roissy 
airports and believes oil reserves 
ue under the Champs Elysees in 
central Paris. 

“But we don't plan to instal 
derricks in the City Centre." he 
added. 

“It is impossible to estimate 
our chances of success yet,” he 
said. “But last week’s find has 
given us serious 

encouragement.” 

In Ivry, a team of 30 men has 
drilled day and night for the past 
three weeks in search of oil. 

Forced to avoid a labyrinth of 
underground tunnels under the 
capital. Elf is drilling on a slant 
and has so far invested 10 million 
francs (SI .7 million) on the site. 
Potential 

“We have to dig another 10 
days to check the economic 
potential of the well,” the spok- 
esman said. 

Elf found about four cubic 
metres (140 cubic feet) of a mix- 
ture of oil and water and now 
wants to determine the percen- 
tage of water mixed with crude at 
Ivry. 

Elf began making seismic tests 
for oil around Paris in 1 986. 

The whole of what is known as 
the Paris basin — west to the 
Normandy coast and east to the 
Vosges mountains — last year 
produced 1.9 million tonnes, or 
60 per cent of total French 
production, and is believed to 
contain up to 40 million tonnes of 
reserves.

LAGOS, Aug 30, (Reuter): 
Nigeria has rejected a request by 
foreign airlines for a 100 per cent 
fare hike to offset the dwindling 
value of the naira currency, new- 
spapers reported today. 

But a spokesman for the 23 
airlines was optimistic after talks 
with Aviation Minister Anthony 
Okpere that the 'military gover- 
nment would approve an 
increase soon. 

“I am confident that the mini- 
ster is doing something about our 
request,” Yemane Bisral of Eth- 
iopian Airlines, the current 
chairman of the board of airline 


epresentatives in Lagos told 
leuters today. 

Foreign airlines and Nigeria 
Airways are obliged by the 
government to sell tickets in 
laira at approved tariffs.

With the value of the naira 
link by between 65 and 80 per 
ent since 1986 air travel from 
Nigeria — in hard currency 
erms — is among the cheapest in 
he world.

Traffic growth slumps 

Major US airlines plan to increase fares 


NEW YORK, Aug 30: The 
major US airlines are making 
their most determined effort 
since deregulation to drive fares 
up — and keep them there, 
reports the Wall Street Journal. 

The trend started this spring 
when airlines eliminated most 
discount fares that business fliers 
use. Then the airlines kept prices 
up in the summer, even though 
traffic growth had slumped 
badly. And last week. Lhey said 
discount fares will rise as much as 
510 each way in the fall — when 
prices traditionally dip or stabil- 
ise. 

“Something significant is 
going on in the industry." says 
Paul Karos, an analyst with First 
Boston Corp. “The airlines are 
just gelling incredibly tougher 
about pricing.” 

All of which is horrible news 
for travellers, who are forced to 
pay some of the highest fares in 
years. The cheapest non-stop, 
round-trip fare between New 1 
York and Los Angeles — the 
benchmark discount fare — is 
now $308; it was $178 last year. 
Overall, fares are about 10 per 
cent higher so far this year com- 
pared with last year, and have 
steadily increased over the past 
14 months. 

Such increases only seem to 
confirm consumer activists' 
worst fears that the airline mer- 
gers of a few years ago cut com- 
petition far too much. 

“The industry is moving dan- 
gerously close to an oligopoly,” 
says Ed Perkins, editor of Con- 


sumer Reports Travel Letter. In 
cities such as St. Louis and Min- 
neapolis, one airline controls 
more than 75 per cent of the 
flights. "The government." he 
adds, “never should have 
approved those mergers.” 

Airlines admit to being more 
cautious about discounting. But 
they insist mergers aren't the 
cause; they're just wiser about 
pricing. 

Previously, most carriers 
thought they needed to keep traf- 
fic up to make money, so they 
kepi prices down. But the low 
fares often didn't attract enough 
passengers to justify the cuts. So 
airlines have now decided it's 
better to fly fewer passengers at 
higher rates. 

“A lot of carriers learned their 
lesson about lowering fares,” 
says Barbara Amster, vice- 
president of pricing for 
American Airlines. “There's no 
reason to put something on sale if 
it's not going Lo bring in, more 
money." 

Traffic 

Still, airlines haven't totally 
abandoned using low fares to 
boost traffic; regional fare wars 
still rage in Florida and other 
places. Airlines also occasionally 
slash prices where they expand 
service. And smaller discount 
carriers, such as America West 
and Southwest, are waging fiesty 
battles in a few cities. In Phoenix, 
travellers can still fly to Los 
Angeles, Las Vegas. San Diego 
and three other cities for $ 1 9 each 
way. 


What's more, the trend toward 
higher prices could reverse itself; 
a recession could force airlines to 
drop fares, or a financially trou- 
bled carrier might shift strategy 
and slash fares in desperation. 

But industry executives and 
analysts are increasingly con- 
fident that higher fares are here 
to stay. They note that even the 
industry's few recent fare cuts 
have been increasingly tailored 
lo specific markets and for 
limi ted time periods. For ins- 
tance, it's already too late to take 
advantage of Eastern's recently 
announced fare reductions from 
the Northeast to Florida; lickeis 
had to be purchased between 
Aug 1 5 and Aug 26. 

“1 just have this feeling that 
this year there will finally be 
some price stability.” says 
Thomas Volz, vice-president of 
marketing for BraniffTnc. 

Many analysts say the turning 
point came in March. Until then. 
Continental Airlines and Eas- 
tern Airlines — both units of 
Texas Air Corp. — had steadfas- 
tly refused lo match other 
carriers’ attempts to raise fares, 
which kept down industry prices. 
But in March, they went along 
with a major price increase. 

The airlines still haven't fully 
explained why, except to say the 
move reflects market demand. 
But analysts say Continental and 
Eastern simply were losing too 
much money. 

“They began to see they could 
control the industry's fare levels 
if they dropped prices, since 


everyone matched them, but not 
market share,” says Karos of 
First BosLon. 

The March increases affected 
primarily business travellers; full 
coach fares rose 12 percent to 18 
per cent. Moreover, new restric- 
tions were placed on a type of 
discount fare that many business 
fliers used. The restriction forced 
thousands of business fliers to 
pay dramatically higher prices. 

Soon afterward, the industry 
also raised more fares in the sum- 
mer. Those increases normally 
wouldn't have been surprising, 
since they came just before the 
peak summer months. 

Costs 

But the industry's domestic 
traffic rose only 1 .8 percent in the 
first seven months of the year — 
the slowest increase for that 
period in seven years. By raising 
fares, airlines were signalling a 
major shifi in pricing strategy. 
And so far, the change has 
worked; several earners have 
reported record profits so far this 
year. 

“You stopped hearing airline 
executives talk so much about 
filling up their planes,” says 
David Sylvester, an analyst with 
Kidder, Peabody & Co. “They 
talk more about better service 
and higher fares.” 

John Zeeman, executive vice- 
president of marketing for 
United Airlines, certainly talks 
that way. “If 1 could maximis e 
revenue on United's flights with 
higher fares and lower volumes. 
I'd probably do that,” he says. 


“You wind up with lower costs 
and you handle fewer people. 
And you get better service 
because the airplanes aren't as 
crowded.” 

But now the airlines are put- 
ting their pricing power to a new 
test- Lead by Northwest Airlines 
beginning Inursday — just when 
air traffic usually slows. 

Airlines say they have lessened 
the risk by focusing increases on 
business fliers, who often must 
fly at any price. Unrestricted dis- 
count fares that many business 
fliers use will go up $2 to $10. 

American says that will proba- 
bly affect 20 per cent of its pas- 
sengers. MaxSavers will also rise

than 1,250 miles (2,000 
kilometres).

Some analysts aren't sure that 
all of the price increases this fall 
will hold.

Lloyd’s of London sees exodus of members 


LONDON, Aug 30. (Reuter); 
Lloyd's of London, once con- 
sidered a respectable and sound 
form of gambling for Britain's 
blue-blooded and wealthy, is 
scaring members away with ever 
bigger risks of huge insurance 
claims. 

The world's largest insurance 
market celebrates its 300th birth- 
day this year, boasting mul- 
T~ libillion pound sterling (dollar) 
r^prtjfitsTafib a reputation for never 
failing to settle a valid claim. 

Its 300 syndicates run by 
underwriting agencies insure 
anything from tankers, space 
satellites and oil cargoes to pian- 
ists' hands. 

But the exclusive underwriting 
society is now seeing one of its 
biggest defections ever of 
“names.” who provide capital 
for Lloyd's to operate and accept 
insurance business for their own 
profit or loss. 

"We’re not su rprised the num- 
ber of resignations has risen. 
There have been difficulties and 
there is a feeling risk reward ratio 


is not as favourable as it used to 
be,” said Raymond Nottage, 
deputy chairman of the Associa- 
tion of Lloyd's Members. 

The 33,000 names, which 
include celebrities and royalty 
such as Queen Elizabeth's cousin 
Princess Alexandra, must show 
ready assets of £100,000 
($168,000) upwards to join. 
Some now fear all that could 
evaporate with an unwise invest- 
ment. Recent weeks have seen

Norway likely to sell some of its 
stakes in North Sea fields 

OSLO. Aug 30, (Reuter): Nor- 
way is re-examining its corner- 
stone oil industry where earnings 
are falling and financial risks are 
getting bigger. 

The minority Li bour govern- 
ment says it might sell some of its 
stakes in its North Sea fields and 
a senior official has publicly 
questioned the wisdom ofhaving 
three major oil firms. 

“Leaner times mean that we 
are having to rethink fundamen- 
tal and long-standing aspects of 
the indusliy.” said one govern- 
ment official, who asked not to 
be identified. 

“A vigorous debate about how 
we should earn oil money and cut 
risks is emerging.” he added. 

Necessity 

The main question for Nor- 
way, Western Europe's biggest 
oil producer after Britain, 
involves a growing conflict bet- 
ween political desirability and 
economic necessity, oil analysis 
say. 


The government, in conjunc- 
tion with state oil firm Statoil, 
has traditionally held a min- 
imum 51 -per-cent stake in 
almost all offshore licences and 
has not previously considered 
selling any part of those hold- 
ings. 

Another cornerstone of Nor- 
wegian policy has been the exis- 
tence of a third Norweigan oil 
company. Saga Petroleum A/S. 

This private company was set 
up in the 1970s and has been 
encouraged by parliament as a 
counterbalance to Statoil and 
Norsk Hydro A/S. which is 51- 
per-cent owned by the slate. 

Lower 

As a result oflower oil prices in 
recent years and the increasing 
risks involved in developing a 
host of new offshore fields, the 
situation is changing. 

Prime Minister Gro Harlem 
Brundtland said at a major oil 
industry trade fair in Stavanger 
in late August that the govern- 


ment was studying possible sales 
of its oilfield slakes. 

“Concern that such direct par- 
ticipation represents too gnat a 
risk for society has recently 
prompted interest in the poten- 
tial sale of slate shares,” she said. 

Oil industry analysts said the 
fact that she made her remarks 
before an audience that included 
representatives of foreign oil 
companies was significant 
Price 

"She was saying effectively — 
if the price is right, we’re interes- 
ted," one said. 

A decision on government 
sales is expected later this year, 
although it is highly unlikely that 
state and Statoil participation 
would be cut below 51 percent on 
any licence. Oil Ministry sources 
said.

US index of 
indicators drops 0.8pc 


WASHINGTON, Aug 30, 
(Reuter): The government's 
index of leading indicators, a 
bellwether of future US econ- 
omic activity, tumbled 0.8 per 
cent in July, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 

The decline was a sign that 
elTorts by the Federal Reserve 
Board to cool economic growth 
in order to dampen inflation may 
be working. 

The decline was in line with 
analysts' expectations as 
measured by a Reuter survey. 

The index in June had climbed 
1.4 per cent, the largest monthly 
increase since December 1986. 

The index, which is composed 
of nine indicators of economic 
health, showed broad weakness. 

Seven of the nine indicators 
fell during the month while one 
was unchanged and just one rose. 

A growing economy in an elec-

Growth 

But the healthy growth rate 
has created concern in financial 
markets that the economy would 
overheat, spurring inflationary 
price increases. 

In response to the markets' 
inflation jitters, the Fed has been 
tightening its grip on the credit 
supply and pushing up interest 
rates since early spring. - 

On Aug 9, the US central bank 
raised its key discount rate, the 
interest charges on loans to mem- 
ber banks, by half a point to 6.5 
per cent. 

Many financial analysts 
believe further tightening is 
needed by the Fed to slow the 
surprisingly strong US economy 
and bring inflation under con- 
trol.

Number of visitors to Greece expected to rise 


ATHENS. Greece. Aug 30, 
(AP): Greece's 1988 target of 8.5 
million tourist arrivals will not be 
reached this year, according to 
figures released today by the 
government’s National Tourist 
Organisation (EOT). 

According to the report, 
thousands of American tourists 
will be among the no-shows. 
Around 400.000 American 
vacationers were expected to 
visit in 1988, a 22 per cent 
increase on the current forecast 
of 3 12,000. 

Some 260,000 American 
arrivals were recorded last year, 
the report said. 

The slump in tourism was par- 
tly attributed to the July II 
terrorist attack aboard the City 


of Poros cruise ship as it returned 
from a one-day island-hopping 
cruise with 471 passengers 
aboard. 

Cancellations 

The massacre, which left nine 
dead and more than 80 injured, 
caused a spurt of hotel cancella- 
tions, mostly by American busi- 
ness people who had planned to 
attend conferences in the Greek 
capital. 

Tourism under-secretary 
Nikos Skoulas said the City of 
Poros attack had brought a two 
per cent drop in arrivals. 

Despite missing the target, the 
total number of visitors to 
Greece in 1 988 is predicted to rise 
by about 5.3 per cent, the report 
said. 


Approximately 8,004,000 
tourists were recorded last year. 
Tourism officials now say they 
expect some 8,428,0 00 arrivals in 
1988. 

A total of S million tourists 
visited the country in 1987, led by 
Britons and West Germans, 
totalling 1.9 million and 1.2 
million respectively. 

Earner 

Greece earned $568 million 
from a total of 2,905,510 
vacationers who came here in the 
January-May period this year, as 
against $480 million from 
2.86 1 ,372 tourists who visited the 
country in the same period in 
1987. ' 

Tourism is Greece's biggest 


foreign exchange earner. Bank of 
Greece figures show that tourists 
brought in approximately $2.2 
billion in foreign exchange in 
1987, more than 5 percent of the 
country's Gross National 
Product (GNP). 

According to the report, tour- 
ism earnings should total $2.4 
billion this year. 

American arrivals to Greece 
dropped dramatically in 1985, 
when the United States issued a 
travel advisory on the potential 
danger of flying to Athens after 
the hijacking of a TWA jetliner. 

Greece lost $100 million in 
tourism revenues because of 
terrorism in 1985, according to 
official figures of the European 
Economic Community. 


Japan’s jobless 
rate remains low 

TOKYO, Aug 30, (AP): Japan’s 
unemployment rate stood at 2.5 
per in July, a reflection ofthe 

nation's booming economy. 

While the seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate for July was 
0 . 1 percentage point higher than 
that of June, when the nation's 
jobless rale registered its lowest 
level in 67 months, it was 0.2 
percentage point below the 
previous year's level, the man- 
agement and co-ordination 
agency said. 

Hie report said that during 
July the number of job holders in 
the combined wholesale, retain 
and food sector increased by 
350,000 or 2.5 per cent over a 
same month last year; manufac- 
turing sector grew by 340.000 
workers or 2.4 per cent; service 
sector by 320,000 or 2.5 per cent. 


War risk premiums 
for Gulf fall sharply 

LONDON, Aug 30, (UPI): War risk premiums for the Arabian 
Gulf area have (alien sharply over the past few weeks and could 
drop further if the Iran-lraq ceasefire of Aug 20 continues to hold, 
according to London insurance brokers and underwriters yester- 
day. “There will be pressure for lower rates the longer the 
ceasefire bolds,” one London broker said. But an underwriter 
cautioned it would be at least two or three months before any 
notable reduction is seen. “The ceasefire has only been going a 
short while and the market is taking a realistic approach,” he said. 
Most notable among recent hull war risk insurance reduction is 
that Kuwait is no longer considered a high risk area for vessels 
trading to and from its ports, insurers said. Kuwait Gulf sea 
transport brings bore the brunt of attacks at the height of the 
eight-year war, but the current absence of conflict has seen the 
premium drop sharply in the past few days to figure currently 
about 0.25 percent of the value of the ship’s buiL This compared 
with 0.75 percent prevailing before (he Aug 20 ceasefire date was 
ann/wmfH on Aog 8, insurers Kuwait is now quoted in line 
with other west coast Gulf ports, which have also been lowered 
from the 0375 per cent that was indicated before the ceasefire 
moves, insurers said. 

Rates for east coast ports in the Gulf such as Bandar Abbas 
were said to be slightly less than 0.25 per cent. But insurers said 
northern Iranian ports and oil terminals in the Gulf such as Kharg 
island were still operated on a “held cover 5 ' basis where charterers 
have to apply for a quotation for each individual trip, insurers 
said. One underwriter estimated that the going insurance war rate 
was around two per cent of the hull value for this business. 

relax as 
peace settles on Gulf 

DUBAL Aug 30, (Renter): The Gulfs merchant shippers, whose 
vessels have been frequent targets for Iran and Iraq, said today 
they were learning to relax despite poor progress at the Geneva 
peace talks. “Iran is on its best behaviour,” one told Reuters. “Its 
gunboats have stopped challenging ships and are staying right out 
of sight” Japanese shippers have eased a nile that vessels transit 
the Strait of Hormnz in groups, said captain Y. Watanabe ofthe 
Japanese Shipowners 5 Association. “Ships fed safer travelling 
together,” be' said. “But row things are quiet, it seems less 
important.” Waianabe said about 30 Japanese ships, mainly 
tankers, enter the Gulf every week. Six million barrels per day 
(BPD), about a third of the oil output from the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC), pass through the Guff 
with about two mlffion BPD of it bound for Japan, the biggest 
single customer. Watanabe said that from Thursday Japanese 
tnnkers would begin loading Iranian oil atSirri terminal inside the 
Gulf instead of at Larak in the Strait of Hormuz. “Iran sold its oil 
from Larak dming the war because foreign ships were frightened 
to eater the Grif,” a shipper said. “For the moment anyway, that 
has changed.” Iraqi jets trying to destroy Iran’s oil exports 
attacked 30 ships this year and killed at least 90 sailors. Iraq's last 
raid was on July 7. Iran's last attack was a minor gimboat raid on 
Aug 5 on the 204302-toune tanker Berge Lord. 

UAE port traffic up 

DUBAI, Aug 30, (Reuter): The United Arab Emirates' Pott 
Rashid, the Golfs main container port, today reported freight 
traffic up by six per cent in the first half of 1988. The general 
manager of the Dubai port John Arundell said business could 
grow by more than 10 per cent if the Iran-lraq war ended with a 
durable peace. “We had been banking on 10 per cent growth over 
the whole year but it could be more than that if peace is agreed.” 
He said the entrepot port handled 432 million tonnes of mostly 
container cargo ra the fust six months of 1988, compared with 
4.07 nunioo tonnes in the same period last year. Arundell said 
Port Rashid, 120 miles across the Gulf from Iran’s main southern 
port of Bandar Abbas, was weli placed to handle any growth in 
Iranian imports, particularly building materials. Port Rashid 
bandied a record 523,145 standard containers in 1987. This was 
36.5 per cent more than in 1986 and put it amongthe world's top 
25 container ports. Shippers said Iran was likely to rely heavfiy on 
Port Rashid and other l/AE ports because its own container port 
at Bandar Abbas was less efficient Traders expected a steady 
increase in Iran's imports from Dubai if the Gulf war ended, but 
they saw no sign of it yet. “Iran already imports a lot through 
thiai and could not afford suddenly to buy more even if the peace 
talks (with Iraq in Geneva) are successful,’' a Dubai-based 
Iranian trader said. Iran is Dubai’s main re-export market — in 
1987 it re-exported Dh 13 miIlh»(S354millioo) worth of mainly 
consumer goods, food and machinery. 

Petroleum industry to continue 
its internationalisation drive 

CARACAS, Aug 30, (OPECNA): The Venezuelan petroleum 
industry must continue its interna tionalisation programme as it 
cannot risk losing markets for its crude, said Remico Fernandez, 
president of Intervea, the overseas investment subsidiary of 
Petrokos de Venezuela (PDVSA), the state oil company. He 
noted that one of the policy objectives of the programme, under 
which Venezuelan crude was being processed in overseas refin- 
eries through joint venture arrangements, was to secure the 
marketing ofthe country’s ott. He described as ‘very valuable’ the 
experience obtained by PDVSA through the setting up or joint 
ventures with companies in the United Stales. West Germany and 
Sweden to refine and market Venezuelan crude. Currently, more 
than 450,000 B/D of Venezuelan ofl was being processed at 
refineries in the three countries, be added. 

He said that among OPEC countries, Venezuela was a pioneer 
in the setting op of joint ventures in overseas downstream 
activities, noting that other OPEC countries had followed similar 
policies. He s aid P DVSA was basing its overseas ventures on 
parity bolding with its Foreign partners, in contrast to purchase of 
stocks in those companies. “This policy is aimed at obtaining 
greater vertical integration of operations in the industry in order 
to strengthen negotiating powers,” be said.

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Nigerian oil firms urged 
to invest more in exploration 


LAGOS, Aug 30, (OPECNA): 
Nigerian Minister of Finance 
and National Planning Dr Chu 
S. P. Okongwu has called on oil 
companies operating in the 
country to invest more in 
exploration and development 

Speaking at a seminar organ- 
ised by the Nigerian Institute of 
Taxation, he said Lhat the oil 
companies should see themselves 
as ‘partners in progress,* rather 
than profit-sharing concerns. 

Resources 

He observed that some of the 
03 firms were involved in the 
agricultural Bud petrochemical 
sectors, but stressed that “there 
are many other areas where these 
companies can invest much more 
than they are doing now." 

Revenues from oil had domin- 
ated the country** economy over 
the last two decades, he said, 
stressing that these resources 
should be maximized. He also 
urged that “other resources with 
which the country is endowed 
should be effectively explored." 

Okongwu urged the seminar 
to examine in detail, the revenue 
contribution from oil industry 
taxes and how it could be max- 
imized. 

Earlier, in a welcoming 
address, institute president D. A. 
Olorunleke pointed out that 
emphasis was being given to oil 
industry taxation because of its 


importance to the Nigerian econ- 
omy. 

Meanwhile, the minister of 
Petroleum Resources A1 Haji 
Rilwanu Lukman said today the 
second phase of Nigeria's petro- 
chemical complex at Eleme, near 
Port HarcourL will cost S2.36 
billion. 

The minister said lhat the 
government would be negotiat- 
ing with the World Bank, inter- 
national financial institutions 
and credit agencies to secure 
loans to cover the amount 

The second phase of the 
scheme will cater for the produc- 
tion of ethylene, bulene, polyeth- 
ylene and polypropylene among 
other products. 

Prefect 

Lukman pointed out lhat the 
Nigerian private sector had not 
been involved in the project due 
to the fact some of the initial 
investments were infrastructural 
in nature. 

The minister said that negotia- 
tions for the “basic contract” 


“we have already formed a petro- 
chemical company whose res- 
ponsibility it is to inrow open the 
shares if they are interested." 

When completed, he stressed, 
the petrochemical complex 
would adequately meet domestic 
requirements for the products.

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Iraq takes 
the lead in 
its race with 
Iran to boost 
oil exports 

LONDON. Aug 30. (KUNA): 
Iraq has taken the lead in >)& race 
with Iran to boost oil export 
capacity in the wake of the Gulf 
war ceasefire, according to a 
report here ioda> 

The first Iraqi post- war oil 
shipment, which sailed only 
hours after the cejsefire went 
into effect, was just a small 
18,000-lon ranker, said the New 
York-based Petroleum 
Intelligence Weekly. 

The tanker was loaded from a 
"secret underground pipeline" 
built during the conflict west of 
the Fao Peninsula, the weekly 
added. 

The new pipeline can provide 
supplies while “ limited " recon- 
struction work is earned out on 
thenar-damaged Faoexport ter- 
minals, PI W noted. 

“Repair of Gulf export 
facilities remains the top prionts 
for Iraq, uhtch s Lands to earn one 
million han-els a day (BPI)i of 
export capacity from Fjo soon." 
the weekly said. 

Meanwhile. Iran is “moving 
fast" and shifting trans-ship- 
ment operations to Sim Island 
from Hormuz to he closer to us 
main export terminal, and saving 
on the cost of its tanker shuttle 
service between Kharg and 
Larak. 

However. "Iran won’t greatly 
benefit from the reopening of its 
Gulf terminals in the short to 
medium term, because its soil 
production is already running 
close to current maximum 
capacity of 2.4 to 2.5 million 
BPD," PIW said. 

In a related story, the Lond- 
based Middle East Economic 
Digest magazine (MEED) 
quoted Iranian officials as saying 
their damaged oil installations

It went on to quote Iran’s 
Deputy Minister for Inter- 
national Affairs, Kazempour 
Ardebili. who said that while the 
long-term aim was to allow a 
"nominal capacity” of 4.5 
million BPD, Iran iniends to 
stick to its present OPEC quota 
of almost 2.4 million BPD. 

Ardebili rejected the idea of 
quota purity with Iraq, as well as 
the belief that post-war recon- 
struciion needs in Iran and Iraq 
will result in overproduction and 
lower prices.

Dollar steadies, shares turn mixed 


LONDON, Aug 30, (Reuter): 
The dollar was steady but world 
share market lacked direction in 
thin business today with inves- 
tors worried that interest rates 
might go higher. 

Concern about inflation led 
six European central banks to 
raise interest rates last week and 
some analysts say the US Federal 
Reserve might have to raise its 
discount rale again soon. 

The dollar traded in a narrow 
range in Europe, closing in Lon- 
don at 1.8680 West German 
marks and ! 34.45 Japanese yen 
compared with 1.8585 and 
133.85 at Friday's dose. 

British financial markets were 
dosed for a bank holiday yester- 
day when the dollar rebounded 
somewhat after heavy central 
bank intervention last week 
aimed at curbing its recent rise. 

Nervous 

Investors were nervous about 
buying dollars and Lrade was 
sparse on currency markeLs, 
dealers said. 

West Germany's Bundesbank 
intervened today at the midday 
mark fixing in Frankfurt, selling 
S7.6 million compared with $4.9 
million yesterday. In Milan, the 
Bank of Italy sold around $14.5 
million at the fix there. 

Currency dealers were starting 
to focus on monthly US 
employment figures for August 
due out on Friday. A strong 
report could prompt the Fed to 
tighten credit again, while a less- 
th an- robust one could mean the 
Fed will pause for now. 

US economists expect non- 
farm payroll jobs to have gone up 
by 225,000 in August, after a rise 


of 283,000 in July. More jobs 
mean the economy could be 
overheaLing and that inflation 
might be on the rise. 

The US government's index of 
leading economic indicators, a 
bellwether of future US econ- 
omic activity, fell 0.8 per cent in 
July, according to figures 
released today. 

Analysts said the decline 
indicated efforts by the Federal 
Reserve to cool economic 
growth in order to dampen infla- 
tion may be working. The statis- 
tics, however, were much in line 
with what the markets had expec- 
ted. 

In New York, the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average was down 
4.09 points aL midday to 2,037.34 
as investors sold shares to cash in 
on profits, dealers said. The Dow 
had risen 24 points yesterday. 

French and West German 
share markets were higher while 
stocks slipped in Madrid and 
Milan. 

Earlier in Tokyo's Nikkei 
average gained 132.55 points to 
27,511.65. 

In London, gold was dosed at 
$427.75 an ounce, up from a ses- 
sion low of around $426 but well 
down from the morning setting 
of $429.40. It had closed on 
Friday at $43 1.75. 

Performance 

In London equity prices stood 
close to thdr midday lows in late 
trading, with an easier opening 
on Wall Street keeping the 
market depressed, dealers said. 

Sterling's slightly firmer trend 
had little effect on share market 
sentiments amid continuing 
worries over the UK's balance of 


payments gap. 

“Sterling’s performance is 
bound to effect equities in the 
near-term but it's going to take a 
lot more than a small one-day 
recovery in the currency to life 
this market out of the dol- 
drums," one equity said. At 1430 
GMT the FTSE 100 was 19.2 
points lower at i,7SL5 after a 
low of 1.745.2 at 101 8 GMT. 

The main feature was again the 
low volume with only 255 million 
shares changing hands by 1400 
GMT. “With volume this low, 
the only way the market can go is 
sideways or down," a trader said. 
“I can't see any reason why it 
should pick up unless of course 
Wall Street stages a surprise 
rally." 

With the bleak outlook on the 
domestic economy, traders see 
the New York market having a 
major influence on British shares 
for some time to come. However, 
the US market is not expected to 
do anything spectacular until the 
US elections are out of way and 
US interest rates more closely 
reflect US economic trends. 

Speculation 

There is strong speculation 
that US interest rates are being 
held down artificially because a 
rise during an election campaign 
could be politically damaging for 
the Republicans, dealers said. A 
sharp rise in US rates would hurt 
sentiment on Wall Street and the 
British stock market, they added. 

Although sharply lower, the 
London market saw little heavy 
selling today, but stores group 
Sears was active and shed 7p to 
134 as investors sold after the 
recent speculative gain. 


Other consumer stocks suf- 
fered with the building materials 
and leisure sectors falling 2.4 per 
cent and 1 .8 per cent respectively 
on higher mortgages ana fears of 
lower consumer spending.

Peace prospects to strengthen OPEC 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, Aug 30, 
(AP): OPEC secretary-general 
Subroto said today that ending 
the Iran -Iraq war will strengthen 
the oil organisation, but be gave 
no clue whether Iran bas agreed 
to let its foe have an oil produc- 
tion quota equal to its own. 

Iran's official Islamic 
Republic News Agency, mon- 
itored in Nicosia, said Subroto, 
Indonesia's Former Energy 
Minister, made the comments 
after a meeting with President Ali 
Khamenei in Tehran. 

Subroto arrived on Monday 
frpm Kuwait seeking to persuade 
Iran to agree to allow Iraq an 
OPEC quota of at least 2.39 
million barrels a day. 

Output 

Iraq has refused to accept a 
q uotaof 1 .5 million barrelsa day, 
about half itscurren t output and 
insists on parity with Iran. 

The deadlock, with Iraq pum- 
ping an estimated 2.5 million 
barrels a day to boost its reven- 
ues and repair its war-damaged 
economy, has worsened the 
problem of over-production by 
some OPEC member stales. 

The Middle East Economic 
Survey, a respected oil industry 


weekly published in Nicosia, said 
on Monday that the output by 
the 1 3-member organisation this 
month was around 20 milli on 
barrels a day. 

That's about 3.5 million 
barrels a day over OPEC's 
overall production quota and 
was seen as a key factor in depres- 
sing world oil prices. 

Quota 

IRNA quoted Khamenei as 
saying that OPEC members 
should strictly adhere to their 
quotas. But he too made no 
direct mention of the issue' of 
Iraq’s quota. 

But he did note that among 
Iran's prime concerns were 
OPEC unity and resolving the 
organisation's problems. 

Subroto was expected to fly 
Baghdad, Iraq's capital, through 
Kuwait tomorrow. 

He had talks on Monday with 
Iran's Oil Minister, Gholamreza 
Aqazadeh.

Renewed attempt to cure economic ills 

Poland pledges to slash inflation by half in ’89 


WARSAW, Aug 30, (Reuter): 
The Polish government pledged 
today to slash inflation by half 
next year and to stop raising 

S rices from January 1 in a new 
id lo cure economic ills behind 
the country's latest wave of 
strikes. 

Deputy Prime Minister Zdz- 
islaw Sadowski said the govern- 
ment had agreed lo draw up a 
new economic consolidation 
programme by Nov i 5 to boost 
dwindling supplies in the shops 
and curb inflation, now running 
at an annual rate of about 50 per 
cent. 

The government is under pres- 
sure to eliminate hardships that 
helped plunge Poland into its 
worst wave of unrest since -the 
early 1980s. It faces heavy criti- 
cism from Communist leaders 
who blame it for mishandling 
crucial economic reforms. 

The strikes by workers deman- 
ding more pay and recognition of 
the banned Solidarity Trade 
Union are sapping the coal-min- 
ing industry, Poland’s main 
source of currency needed to pay 
off its crippling $38 billion 


foreign debt. 

“We will quash the inflation 
process by at least a half com- 
pared with 1988,” said Sadow- 
ski, chairman of the government 
Economic Planning Commis- 
sion. 

“Everyone feels the price 
process moving ahead but from 
Jan 1 there will be no more price 
jumps," he added. 

The promises came on the eve 
of a special parliamentary com- 
mittee meeting to examine the 
government’s handling of the 
economy in recent months. 

Sharp price rises introduced 
with Sadowski’s backing last 
February triggered strikes in 
April and May and worsening 
economic conditions helped 
spark the latest unrest. 

Goods 

To meet public demand, the 
government has pledged to 
pump consumer goods worth an 
extra 500 billion z lodes (Sl.l. 
billion) into the market by the 
end of the year. 

However, many Poles are 
sceptical about government 
moves to alleviate the crisis. 


Despite this, Sadowski says 
the government will consolidate 
rather than change its policies. 

“At present there is no reason 
to back away from the road we 
have mapped out. Market supply 
derisions have been taken and 
improved supplies should be felt 
soon,” he said. 

He said the government plan- 
ned to alter the targets of the 
present annual and five-year 
plans butgaveuo further details. 

The official PAP news agency 
says the strikes have so far cost 
more than $1 1 million in lost coal 
exports. 

Sit-ins at 1 i coal mines have 
ended, leaving only one colliery 
occupied by strikers. But the nor- 
thern port of Szczecin is closed, 
seating the main gateway for coal 
exports. 

Impact 

Western diplomats say the 
unrest has not yet had much 
effect on the economy and auth- 
orities would soften the impact 
by diverting domestic coal sup- 
plies for export. 

“The strikes have not yet made 
a real dent in the economic per- 


formance,” one diplomat said. 

But the diplomats saw nothing 
radically new in the measures 
proposed by thegoverament and 
doubted their effect. 

“They've come up with noth- 
ing new — it loolcs tike they’ve 
run out of ideas and are playing 
for time.” one diplomat said. 

The government could expect 
stinging criticism at the two-day 
parliamentary committee meet- 
mg called to assess its handling of 
the economy. 

Prime Minister Zbigniew Mes- 
sner has accepted that the gover- 
nment had made organisational 
errors and tried to achieve too 
much at one time. 

Politburo member Wladyslaw 
Baka, the party's economic 
overlord, indicated the depth of 
Poles' dissatisfaction in a speech 
to the Central Committee on 
Saturday. 

Polish political sources see lit- 
tle chance of success for the 
government's economic policies. 
They say supplies of goods in the 
shops could decline and spark 
more unrest within months. 


World-wide boom in non-oil commodities 


NEW DELHI. August 30: Non- 
oil commodities world-wide, 
including industrial raw 
materials, witnessed an impres- 
sive comeback during 1987-88 as 
their prices finned up, according 
to the Swiss Bank Corporation. 

Writing in Lhe bank’s bi-mon- 
thly journal "prospects.” the 
bank economist, Dalibor Kol- 
cava, said the recent boom" in 
commodities had really been 
“impressive” and widely unex- 
pected in its buoyancy. 

It had led the IMF all-com- 
modities dollar index (excluding 
fuels and precious metals) to 
nominal levels not noticeable 
since 1979-80. 

The journal said from January 


to December 1987, a 30 per cent 
gain was posted in the com- 
modities index. Though all com- 
modity groups except beverages 
experienced some recovery, its 
extent varied considerably from 
metals (51 per cent) to agricul- 
tural raw materials (42 per cent) 
lo food (20 per cent), it said. 

Recovery 

The recovery of prices for 
industrial raw materials reflected 
mainly the discrepancy between 
quantitative demand and sup- 
ply-side developments. 

The consumption increased as 
a result of stronger industrial 
activity in many western coun- 
tries. While on the supply side 
low prices during the previous 


years compelled considerable 
restructuring and rationalisation 
of existing production 
capacities, the journal said. 

As the bank anticipated a 
global scenario characterised by 
a slight slowdown in growth for 
the industrial economies during 
thesecond half of this year as well 
as next year, the journal said that 
physical demand for industrial 
raw materials was likely to 
expand at a significantly lower 
pace compared to 1987. 

The journal that forecast bull- 
ish speculation pressing some 
metal prices to fundamentally 
unjustified levels would also lose 
its balance this year and the next. 
As the current high metal prices 


were a strong incentive for 
producers to expand output and. 
to utilise all mothballed 
capacities, last year's supply 
deficits would turn into 
moderate surpluses in the near 
future. 

As such, prices for industrial 
raw materials were forecast to 
come under renewed pressure in 
the second half of 1988, though 
for most industrial commodities 
was weak as the production sur- 
pluses would subserve a gradual 
buildup of the low official inven- 
tories, the journal said. 

For agricultural commodities 
and beverages, the journal 
predicted a firming up of prices in 
the coming months. 


Cypriots wonder if economic 
miracle can benefit all 




NICOSIA, Aug 30. (Reuter): 
South of the Green line dividing 
Nicosia, glass-sided office 
towers, shopping centres and 
apartment blocks are springing 
up. 

On the other side of the United 
Nations-patrolled buffer zone, 
the capital is shabbier and visibly 
less prosperous. 

The city reflects the economic 
Gulf between Turkish-Cypriot 
North Cyprus and Greek- 
Cypriot South as the two sides 
prepare for talks in September on 
reuniting the Mediterranean 
island. 

Any successful solution seems 
to hinge on the South's “econ- 
omic miracle” working its way 
North. 

Income 

Economists estima te T urkish- 
Cypriot per capita income in the 
breakaway state at about a third 
of the South's $6,800. 

“Turkish Cypriots have 
shown good growth rates in the 
Iasi two years due to favourabje 
external factors. But their 
market is too small and their 
economic policies are constrain- 
ing them." one Greek-Cypriot 
economist said 

“If the favourable climate is 
maintained the potential exists 
for further development. But 
they are unlikely to close the gap 
since the South is expanding 
rapidly,” he added. 

The Turkish-Cypriot econ- 
omy, in which the Turkish lira is 
used, struggles with high infla- 
tion imported from Turkey and a 
shortage of foreign exchange. 
Turkey keeps it afloat with aid 

Annual inflation in the North 
is running at around 75 per cent 
compared with 3.4 per cent in the 
South, the economist said He 
said investments in the North 
tended to be speculative and not 
conducive to long-term develop- 


ment. _ 

Some 200.000 Greek Cypriots 
fled South in 1 974 when the 
Turkish Army occupied the 
North after a brief coup »n 
Nicosia promoted by the Greek 
junta of the day. Foreign experts 
describe the recovery since then 
as an economic miracle. 

Tourism, the main industry'- is 
booming. The number of long- 
stav visitors rose to 608,000 in the 
first half of this year. 17.5 per 
cent up on the same period in 
1987. 

In 1983 Turkish Cypriots 
declared the Turkish republic of 
Northern Cyprus but only Ank- 
ara recognises it. 

Talks 

In Geneva on Aug 24 Cyprus 
President George Vassiliou and 
Turkish-Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash agreed (osiarttalkson 
setting up a federal republic. 
Under any agreement, each side 
would run many of its affairs 
independently and the extent of 
possible future economic 
integration is unclear. 

Mustafa Akinci. mayor of 
Nicosia's Turkish sector and 
leader of the North's opposition 
Communal Liberation Party, 
told Reuters: “I see it (economic 
development) as a necessity to 
make a federal republic survive. 
The inequality or the imbalance 
of both sides' will be the main 
obstacle for the future." 

Higher 

Vassiliou, a self-made million- 
aire, says Turkish Cypriots will 
catch up economically under a 
federation. 

“1 can guarantee that in less 
than five years... the standard of 
living of the Turkish Cypriots 
will be several times higher,” he 
told northern reports before 
leaving for Geneva for his meet- 
ing with Denktash in August.

Results 

The group said the weakness 
of the US. dollar was the chief 
culprit for the poor results, say- 
ing that had it not bees for 
adverse exchange rates profits 
would have been £30 million 
higher. However, North 
American sales were also sig- 
nificantly lower than Jaguar had 
been expecting at the start of the 
year. Vehicle sales in the US were 
9,973 units, a reduction of 9 per 
cent on last year’s first half. 

“We will be hard-pressed to

match last year's sales of just 
under 23,000 in North 
America,” Sir John said. 
“Because of the competition in 
luxury cars, we cannot put up our 
prices. Our European com- 
petitors tried to put up their 
prices, but they have not stuck, 
leading to discounting. 

“The North American market 
is still sluggish, and without a 


recovery there, there is little 
potential for the recovery of the 
group,” he added. 

Sales outside North America, 
which accounted for 57 per cent 
of total volume, were much more 
buoyant. British sales were up by 
29 percent, and there was a 44 per 
cent rise in continental Europe. 
Sir John said that to improve 
profitability a tough cost cutting 
programme would be Imposed, 
but added that there would be no . 
redundancies. “When people 
leave,* We will noi replace them,'* 
he said, “and we will allow 
natural wastage to lead to 
improvements in productivity.” 

The share price remained very 
weak on Friday, losing 12p lo 
close at 252p, and speculation 
continued that Jaguar is likely to 
be bid for when the Government 
relinquishes its golden share in 
1990. 

Analysts at Barclays de Zoete 
Wedd. the broker, said: “The 
shares are grossly over-valued on 
the basis of profits to be earned 
this year and next." Sir John said 
that he had not received any bid 
approaches, nor would he wel- 
come any.

ii -2-channel array of elec- 
trodes on a tiny wire threaded 
into her inner ear makes con- 
tact with the auditory nerve- 
endings there, by-passing cell 
damage responsible for the 
deafness. 

The success of the operation, 
at Manchester Royal Infir- 
mary, brings hope of freeing 
thousands from the world of 
silence imposed by the condi- 
tion. 

But it presents a new 
challenge to the UK National 
Health Service, which until now 
has refused to fund such 
procedures, including simpler 
devices developed in the UK. 
regarding them as experimen- 
tal. Doctors involved have for- 
med a pressure group to lobby 
the Health Department. 

Last week Marylyn Graham 
described the dramatic moment 
when, a month after the opera- 
tion, Sue Roberts, an Aus- 
tralian technician, prepared Lo 
switch on ihe device. 

“The first words I heard were 
Sue saying, ’Righty ho. we are 
going to switch over now and 
see if Marylyn can hear peo- 
ple." 1 just burst into tears. I 
told them 1 had heard every 
word, including her Australian 
twang. It was wonderful. 
Everything seemed to come 
through so loud and clear. One 
moment there was nothing, and 
the next there was an eruption

of sound. I think we were all a 
bit surprised. Everyone's face 
was a picture. They all had 
tears.” 

Another joyful moment was 
when Graham, stone deaf for 
two years, returned home and 
heard Nicholas, her three-year- 
old grandson, speak forthefirsl 
time. But he was shy at first. 

“We were trying to get him lo 
say something, and he woul- 
dn't. His father said, ‘Come on, 
N krholas, wha t are you goi ng to 
say to Nanai' Then I heard a 
little voice come through: 
'Nothing.' I still found it won- 
derful." 

Graham lost hearing in one 
ear three and a half years ago 
and was told at the time that the 
other was likely to follow. Hair- 
like structures in the inner ear, 
which convert sound impulses 
into electrical signals for trans- 
mission to the brain, were 
degenerating. 

One day in March. 1 98b. all 


hearing suddenly went. “It was 
like switching off a light," she 
said. “I heard nothing at all 
from that day on, not an aero- 
plane, a voice, nothing." Tests 
at Cumberland Infirmary con- 
firmed that the loss was final. 
“That was when panic set in. 
Gradually I became really 
depressed.” 

She became unable to go out 
on her own, finding, as have 
many other deaf people, that 
the public tended to treat her as 
having something wrong with 
her brain. 

By March this year she was 
feeling she was about to have a 
nervous breakdown and was 
taken by her daughter to her 
GP. He wrote lo a local consul- 
tant who had heard that 
Richard Ramsden, a Manche- 
ster specialist, had been 
provided- with three of the 
implant devices by a new 
charity and was looking for 
suitable patients. 

The charity, called Hear, was 
founded in February this year 
by Lawrence Clearly, a Man-. 
Chester businessman. 

Tests showed Graham to be 
an ideal candidate, and her 
operation was performed on 
June 24. A month later she was 
fitted with the external parts of 
the equipment. 

These are a tiny microphone 
that fits behind theear.aspeech 
processor the size of a personal 
stereo-player to sort and sim- 
plify the signals from the micro- 
phone, and an induction coil to 

tr ansmit the signals throu g h the 
skin to the implant. 

Although the equipment 
only processes speech, many 
other sounds are registered, bat 
they come out in strange forms. 
“When I flushed the toilet, it 
was absolutely thunderous, 
sounding like a lot of balloons

bursting. 

“I can just about recognise a 
dog barking, but it comes 
across as a low rumble, then a 
gap, then another rumble. 

One sound that is much the 
same as before is sheep: I heard 
them on television in Emmer- 
daleFann.” 

He described the moment 
when Graham started lo bear 
again as “pure Hollywood.” He 
said: “It was one of the most 
striking momeraents in my sur- 


career, the one thing that 
; given me the greatest satis- 
faction. 

“When we went outside, she 
couldn't believe the noise of the 
traffic. She stood for a few min- 
utes by the road, just listening. 
The sort of noises that we would 
regard as a nuisance were music 
to her. 

“We are desperately keen 
that the Health Department 
will eventually see its way to 
supporting this operation.”

NOWADAYS, medical 
research is rather a barren field. 
There is much hype by enth- 
usiastic doctors about their 
hopes for an AIDS vaccine or a 
cure for cancer, but regrettably 
little in the way of real progress. 

-■So the news last week that the 
numbers dying from a heart 

idg bfood.cftits in the&YteHfes tb . 
the heart with aspirin and the 
blood-tiunning drug streptok- 
inase, is as welcome as it is 
dramatic. 

There is no reason to doubt 
that if this becomes a standard 
treatment, perhaps a lot oflives 
will be saved. 

The public might, however, 
be forgiven for being confused. 
For several years, experts have 
been banging on about how 
cholesterol is the bogeyman in 
heart disease, so to protect our- 
selves we should stop eating 
fatty foods like meat and dairy 
products. Now it seems the ans- 
wer is to chew an aspirin. What 
are we meant to think? 

There are two distinct 
schools of thought about heart 
disease. The cholesterol faction 
sees the problem as too much 
fat in our diets which, in the 
form of cholesterol, clogs up 
our arteries. 

The blood-clot faction, 
though acknowledging high' 
levels of cholesterol may be 
important in some, thinks the 
trouble lies with the formation 
of a blood clot or thrombos in 
the artery which, by cutting off 
the blood supply to the heart 
muscle, causes a heart attack. 
Over the past 40 years, these 
two fetions have be«i locked in 
combat. 

Seriousness 

The seriousness of heart dis- 
ease as the most important 
c? nsf» of early death in men was 
first appreciated in the early 
years after the war. No one 
really understood its cause 
(they still don’t) or why it was 
becoming increasingly com- 
mon. but as in most cases there 
was a thrombos in the heart s 
arteries, the obvious empirical 
solution was to try to prevent it. 


Take heart from the 
aspirin connection

Pharmacologists had dis- 
covered that rats given the 
poison warfarin bled to death, 
so by simple extrapolation, 
what was lethal in rats could 

E rove to be a life-saver in 
umans. 

The principle is similar to 
that of using aspirin and strep- 
tokinase. but it. was given to 
patients who had already had a 
heart attack in the hope that it 
might prevent another. 

However, experiments in 
which warfarin was tried 
showed it was not very effective 
and indeed had quite serious 
side-effects. By the fate Sixties 
this approach to* heart disease 
had fallen out of favour. 


Waiting in the wings was the 
cholesterol faction. By examin- 
ing the rate of heart disease in 
different countries they had 
convinced themselves that it 
was not blood clots but rich diet 
that ws the culprit. 

The theory appears plausi- 
ble; the trouble is, it just did not 
work. Experiments in which 
tens of thousands of men were 
encouraged to reduce the 
amount of fat they consumed 
for upwards of 10 years failed to 
have any impact on heart dis- 
ease. 

More recently their tactics 
have changed. With the 
development of new choles- 
terol-lowering drugs the 


argument is that a large section 
of the population needs to take 
them for long periods to have 
any effect. 

There is now a major drive to 
make the public so worried 
about cholesterol levels that 
they go along to theirdoctors to 
be started on the new drugs. 

This approach does work in 
some, but it isniTnousIy expen- 
;sxve.-It can, cost iipto £1 million 
to save one life in this way, and, 
like any long-term drug regime, 
the drugs have serious side- 
effects. 

The cholesterol faction is 
now an unholy alliance of 
health educationists promoting 
the disproved virtues of a low- 
fat diet and drug companies try- 
ing to get as many people to 
take their new drugs for as long 
as possible. 

The irony is that the blood- 
dotting faction was right all 
along, as last week's announ- 
cement confirmed. But when 
they originally tested their 
theory they used the wrong 
drug (warfarin) in die wrong 
people at the wrong time. 

Tne point about the combin- 
ation of aspirin and streptokin- 
ase is that it dissolves the dot in 
the artery as soon as it has for- 
med, restoring the circulation 
and preventing death. 

The lessons of this con- 
troversy now seen quite dear. 
Those who have bad a relative 
suffer early from heart disease 
may well have a biochemical 
abnormality that results in high 
levels of cholesterol in the 
blood. For these people it is 
sensible to go to their doctor, 
have their cholesterol levels 
checked and consider starting 
cholsterol-lowering drugs 
which, at great expense and 
with some difficulty, might 
reduce their own risk of heart 
disease. Everyone else should 
just forget about cholesterol 
and get on with their lives. 

If, however, they are unfor- 
tunate enough to have a heart 
attack, recognised as a crushing 
pain in the chest, they should 
chew an aspirin, cal) the 
ambulance and make sure they 
get streptokinase once in hosp- 
ital. Easy, really. - 


Early morning tea may reduce iron absorption

AN EARLY morning cup of 
tea to wash down high fibre 
breakfast cereal can reduce the 
benefits of health supplements 
such as iron tablets, a con- 
ference was told recently. 

Dr Ian Johnson, of the Ins- 
titute of Food Research at Nor- 
wich, said tea first thing in the 
morning could inhibit the 
effects of mineral supplements. 

The head of a group of scient- 
ists at the Agricultural and 
Food Research Councils 
Laboratory in Norwich, he said 
tea, particularly black tea. con- 
tained free tannin which 
prevented the intestine absorb- 
ing iron, which is highly ben- 
eficial for the body. 


The conference on “bio- 
availability'' was also told that 
mineral supplements could be 
rendered almost useless by high 
fibre foods, by Prof Arnold 
Bender, emeritus professor at 
London University. 

“If you lake a supplement of 
dietary fibre and a supplement 
of iron or calcium you can cut 
the absorption of minerals.” 
He emphasised that “each part 
of the diet might interfere with 
another part.” 

Iron in food is generally 
poorly absorbed. However.' 
“you can increase the absorp- 
tion of iron by taking vitamin C 
or drinking orange juice.” 

He said it would be ideal to 
drink orange juice with eggs. 
“The iron in an egg is virtually 


not absorbed at all because of 
interfering substances. But if 
you take orangejuice with your 
egg then you will increase the 
proportion greatly.” 

Prof Bender's point was 
emphasised by a study perfor- 
med on a breakfast food eaten 
in Cameroon. 

Dr Carl Mbofung, of the 
Ngaoundere University of 
Cameroon, told the conference 
that adding lemon juice to 
maize gruel eaten m Cameroon 
had transformed its nutritional 
value. 

Usually tiic flour was con- 
verted into gruel by soaking it 
in water for some days, allow- 
ing it to ferment and produce an 

acidic taste. 

However, to speed up the 


preparation of the gruel lemon 
juice was added to make it taste 
acidic and to whiten it. “The 
whiter the gruel the more 
appetising they think it is,” he 
said. 

Although added forcosmetic 
reasons, the lemon juice 
released a large amount of iron 
in the gruel. “It could double 
the amount of iron, depending 
on the composition of the 
gruel,” said Prof Mbofung. 

Peanut extract was also 
found to increase the protein 
content of gruel. Together with 
the lemon juioe it did “a great 
deal of good”. 

"Iron deficiency is a world 
wide problem, second only to 
malnutrition in most develop- 
ing countries,” be said. 


Better 
detection 
of Down’s 
syndrome 

A 50 par cent, increase in the 
detection fate for Down’s syn- 
drome is in prospect with a new 
test that has emerged from 
Anglo-American research. 

The test has been devised as a 
result of work at Brown 
University, Rhode Island, and 
the Foundation for Blood 
Research in Maine, in 
collaboration with scientists 
from St Bartholomew's Hos- 
pital, London. It uses radio- 
immunoassay techniques to 
measure levels of the placental 
hormone, oestrioL, in the serum 
of pregnant women at between 
13 and 27 weeks gestation. 

Professor Nicholas Wald 
and his colleagues at St Bar- 
tholomew's have checked the 
test with samples From the John 
Raddiffe Maternity Hospital 
serum bank in Oxford, 
England. 

They discovered that uncon- 
jugated oestriol levels in 77 
pregnancies associated with 
Down’s syndrome were sig- 
nificantly lower than those m 
385 unaffected control preg- 
nancies. 

Abstinence 
is the 
answer for 
food allergies 

CHICAGO, Despite advances 
in the science of treating aller- 
gies, there is probably no better 
way to cope with a food allergy 
than to simply avoid the offen- 
ding food, scientists said recen- 
tly- 

Adverse reactions to food 
occur more frequently in chil- 
dren than in adults and are 
probably not as widespread in 
the population as is generally 
preceived, said a report publi- 
shed in the Journal of the 
American Medical Associa- 
tion. 

“The only specific treatment 
of food allergy is avoidance,” 
said researchers at Johns 
Hopkins School of Medicine, 
Duke University and the 
National Institutes of Health. 

“In those cases where the 
allergen is a common hidden 
ingredient in prepared foods 
and the reaction may be life 
threatening, it is necessary for 
the patient to have ana be 
prepared to use epinephrine (a 
muscle relaxer),” the 3tudy 
said. 


The researchers also said 
there is reason to believe some 
allergies can be prevented if 
pregnant women avoid highly 
allergenic foods during preg- 
nancy and while breast-feed- 
ing, particularly if either parent 
has a history of food allergies.

Italian Maurizio Fondriest 
won the title after Bauer faded 
badly in the dosing metres. 

Lawyer Orphale Crucke told 
Reuters that Criquielion would 
lodge a complaint for assault at a 
court in Oudenaarde. near' 
Ghent, later today. 

He said Criquielion had the 
moral support of the Belgian 
Cycling Union, which had 
already asked the International 
Cycling Union to impose sanc- 
tions on Bauer. 

The court will investigate the 
case and decide whether 
Criquielion can claim damaees. 
Crucke said. 

The clash happened as Bauer 
1 was leading the final three-man 
sprini on an uphill stretch 
towards the finish, ahead of 
Criquielion, with Fondriest then 
in a seemingly hopeless position. 

Suddenly 

As Bauer faded and changed 
gear Criquielion tried to nip past 
on the inside. But the Canadian 
suddenly veered to the r.ght and 
blocked Lhe Belgian's ■ itb with 
his elbow. 

Forced off the road. 
Criquielion cannoned into a 
policeman, lost his balance and 
crashed to the ground. 

Bauer then seemed to lose his 
momentum and hardly reacted 
when Fondriest shot past and — 
to his own amazement — won 
. the world title. 

Bauer, who is based in Bel- 
gium. was later disqualified from 
second place for dangerous rid- 
ing. He needed a police escort to 
lead him away from a booing 
crowd. 

Fondriest was also greeted 
with jeers and whistles when he 
donned the ‘rainbow’ jersey as 
world champion.

SRI LANKA LOSE BY SEVEN WICKETS 


England end Test-win drought at Lord’s 


LONDON. Aug 30. (Reuter): 
England, without a win in ISTesi 
matches, ended this dismal runat 
Lord's today but still made heavy 
weather of beating Sri Lanka by 
seven wickets. 

Chasing 97. England were 73 
for no wicket with 37 minutes left 
of the morning session on the 
fifth and final day. But they then 
slipped to 82 for three and at 
lunch the scores were level. Tim 
Robinson having failed to score 
from the last three balls before 
the interval. 

■ So England had to wail until 
the afternoon session for the win- 
ning run. a cut for four by Robin 
Smith off Arjuna Ranatunga 
taking the score to 1 00 for three. 

It was England's first Test win 
at home for three years and their 
first at Lord's for five. 

The lenglh of time it took 
England to finish ofT the Sri Lan- 
kans was especially irritating to 
Graham Gooch and John 
Emburey. who had also been 
picked by their counties for four- 
day championship matches star- 
ling today. 

■ Graham Gooch, the England 
captain, wanted to be on his way 
to the Oval on the other side of 
London after being included in 
Essex's side for the key game 
against Surrey. Emburey was 
destined for Hove to play for 
Middlesex against Sussex. 

Medium-pacer Athula Sa- 
marasekera interrupted 
England's progress by having 
Gooch and Kjm Barnett caught 
behind in the space of three balls. 
Allan Lamb was then caught at 
mid-wicket off Arjuna Ran- 


atunga with the score on 82. 

England's last Test victory’ was 
against Australia in Melbourne 
in December 1986. They had not 
won a home Test since defeating 
Australia at the Oval in 1985. 
And their last triumph in at 
Lord's Test was when they beat 
New Zealand in 1983. 

Medium-fast bowler Phil 
Newport was nominated by Sri 
Lankan manager Abu Fuard as 
England's Man of the Match for 
his match figures of seven for 
164. 

England coach Micky Stewart 
made all-rounder Ravi Ral- 
nayake Sri Lanka's Man of the 
Match. Ratnayake scored 59 not 
out and 32 and toiled through 32 
overs, taking two for 107. in 
England's long first innings of 
429.

Needed 

Worcestershire collected only 
seven points from their drawn 
. game at Worcester just one 
more than Kent, who were 
beaten by neighbours Sussex at 
Maidstone by 63 runs. 

Worcestershire needed quick 
wickets when Warwichshire 
resumed their second innings at 
83 for two with the overall scores 
level. 

But Asif Din (45) and David 


Thorne, who hit a champion- 
ship-best 76, added 105 for the 
third wicket before Kallicharran 
contributed his 60 and Warwick- 
shire killed off the game with a 
token declaration at 318 for 
seven. 

Worcestershire were left to 
score 236 off 22 overs — an 
unrealistic target which became 
impossible when heavy rain 
washed out further play .

Charity hit by Foreman fight 


FALMER. Alaska. Aug 30. 
(APl: Former heavyweight 
George Foreman may have 
knocked out Frank “Gator” 
Williams in Anchorage in May. 
but the heaviest blow apparently 
fell on the chanty that was sup- 
posed to benefit from the boxing 
match, a newspaper reports. 

In a front-page story in its 
weekend edition, the biweekly 
Frontiersman says missing chil- 
dren of America got stuck with 
an SS.000 bill, much of it for 
satellite time used by a cable 
television network to broadcast 
the fight in the United States. 

The National Telecast was 
supposed to be a telethon to raise 
money for the missing chil- 
dren's organisation, but the 
producers forgot to broadcast an 
address for contributions. As a 
result. Missing Children of 


America received only $739 in 
contributions. 

“The whole thing is weird,” 
said Dolly Whaley, director of 
the charity. "Somebody wasn’t 
straight from the beginning. It 
was a badly put-together 
telethon.” 

Missing children is the biggest, 
but not the only, creditor left 
with bills from the financial 
fiasco. 

Purse 

Foreman, the 39-year-old for- 
mer heavyweight champion try- 
ing to makea comeback, left with 
a S30.000 purse, but many others 
involved, including one of Lhe 
boxers in a preliminary bout, got 
nothing. 

The fight was put together by 
Joe Capetti. an Anchorage 
promoter of entertainment and 


sporting events. The Frontiers- 
man said despite repeated attem- 
pts, Capetti could not be reached 
for comment. The newspaper 
said his business associates told 
reporters Capetti left the stale on 
vacation a couple of months ago 
and they don’t know when or if 
he will return. 

Capetti’s attorney. Vincent 
Usera. said he does not know 
where Capetti is. But he said 
SI 9,000 collected during the fight 
will be used eventually to pay the 
outstanding bills. 

When Capetti first suggested 
using Lhe fight as a fund-raiser 
for the non-profit children's 
group, Whaley said she jumped 
at the opportunity. The charity, 
which works to reunite children 
separated from their parents, 
reportedly is one of Foreman's 
favourites. 


Sadler sets

Aug 30, (AP): Mat- 
thew Sadler. 14, has become the 
world's youngest male inter- 
national chess master, according 
to the British Chess Federation. 

Matthew scored 6 1-2 points 
out of 10 at a Masters tour- 
nament in London yesterday to 
qualify as an international mas- 
ter.

Matthew told the Tunes of 
London he began playing chess 
when he was 8. after seeing a 
chess set in a toy shop window, 
and was taught die moves by his 
grandfather. He now practices 
four hours a day and said his 
ambition is to be world cham- 
pion “as soon as possible.”

Judge Harry Coe allowed 
Kimball to remain free on 
$10,000 bond and said he would 
not restrict Kimball's travel 
before his tentative trial dale of 
Nov 14 because he was satisfied 
the diver posed no risk of fiighL 
Accident 

The judge also said the high- 
profile case had drawn so much 
publicity that “the whole coun- 
try in a sense is watching him.” 

Kimball, who finished second 
in the Olympic platform diving 
competition four years ago. was 
a favourite to make the 1988 US 
team before the Aug ] accident. 
However, he did not qualify for 
this year's squad during Olympic 
Lrials in Indianapolis earlier this 
month. 

Kimball, 24. said nothing 
when attorney Frank Quesada 
entered the plea before Coe. If 
convicted. Kimball faces up to 45 
years in prison.

Coe-Eiliott 
duel highlight 
of Rieti 
meeting 

RIETI, Italy. Aug 30. (Reuter): 
A duel over 800 metres between 
British w’orld record holder 
Sebastian Coe and the man 
preferred for Olympic selection. 
Peter EllioU, will be the highlight 
of Rieti 's international athletics 
meeting tomorrow. 

The competition, held in the 
foothills of the Appen nines, is 
dominated by a strong British 
entry, including former world 

1 .500 metres record holder Sieve 
Cram and European 5.000 
metres champion Jack Buckner. 

Coe. 31. controversially 
excluded from the British Olym- 
pic squad after failing over 1.500 
metres at the trials, showed a 
new-found form after several 
weeks of illness and injury when 
he ran one minute 43.93 seconds 
at Koblenz last Sunday . 

Determined 

Elliott, whom selectors offered 
Britain's discretionary third 
Olympic place at 800 metres, has 
yet to match lhai this year. 

But he has said he is deter- 
mined to prove the selectors were 
righL and his silver medal at the 
Rome World Championships 
last year showed he has the gri l to 
succeed. 

International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) president Juan 
Samaranch started a campaign 
to secure a wild card Olympic 
entry for Coe so he could defend 
his twice-won 1,500 metres 
crown. 

But Samaranch abandoned 
his efforts last week after opposi- 
tion from other athletes. A disap- 
pointed Coe said he would not 
run for Britain again but would 
continue to compete on an 
individual basis. 

Cram, one of Britain’s bright- 
est gold medal hopes, is due to 
run both the 800 and 1,500 in 
Seoul, but has opted for the 1 .000 
metres at Rieti. 

Organisers said he would 
attempt to break Coe’s 1981 
world best mark of two minutes 
12. 18 seconds over the distance. 

Rieti has also attracted other 
fine international athletes, 
including world record holders 
Patrick Sjoberg of Sweden in the 
high jump and American Ren- 
aido Nehemiah in the i 10 metres 
hurdles. 

Consistently 

Romania’s Paula Ivan, who 
buret on the scene this year with 
consistently fine performance 
and the season's best lime in the 

1.500 metres, tops the women's 
entry. 

Veteran Italian sprinter Pietro 
Mennea, seeking a place in the 
squad for his fifth Olympics, will 
be among several Italians hoping 
to impress selectors still to deride 
on the last few places for Seoul. 

Mennea, 36, world holder ut 
200 metres, will run either the 100 
or 200 at Rieti. hoping for a fast 
enough time to secure a pjace in 
the Olympic relay squad. 


Marathon swim 

TORONTO, Aug30.< AP): A 27- 
year-old swimming instructor 
waded out of Lake Ontario 
today, the first person to swim alt 
five Great Lakes. 

Canadian marathoner Vicki 
Keith took just less than 24 hours 
to make the 3 1 -mile (49 
kilometre) crossing — much fas- 
ter than her original estimate of 
36 hours — despite using the dif- 
ficult butterfly sLroke for most of 
the swim.

REYKJAVIK, Aug 30, 
(Reuter): The Soviet Union, 
hoping their policy of allowing 
players to transfer more easily to 
foreign dubs will improve the 
national side, may not have 
reaped the benefit for the World 
Cup qualifier here tomorrow but 
are unlikely to need extra help to 
beat Iceland. 

Since the Soviet Union lost. 2-0

Iceland have played eight 
internationals this year, beating 
the Faroe Islands — hardly a 
triumph to strike fear in the 
hearts of the Russians — and 
losing the other seven. They have 
lost five and drawn one of their 
six matches against the Soviet 
Union in recent years. 

Accomplished 

But on a good day the Icelan- 
ders' determination can worry 
even the most accomplished 
team visiting the Laugardal 
stadium and the Soviet Union 
were lucky to escape with a 1-1 
draw in a European Champion- 
ship qualifying game in 1 986.

Tennis players threaten^ 
revolt to gain control 
over international circuit 


NEW YORK. Aug 30, (Reuter): 
Leading men's tennis players are 
demanding more control over 
the international circuit, setting 
up a battle between the Associa- 
tion of Tennis Professionals 
(ATP) and the Men's Tennis 
Council (MTC). 

The ATP, denied access to US 
Open facilities at the National 
Tennis Centre, have called a 
press conference for today in the 
tennis centre's car park to air 
their demands. 

Sick 

"The weapon we have is we 
can stick together and speak as 
one voice,” world number two 
Mats Wilander told Reuters yes- 
terday. “We’re a little sick of 
being pushed around.” ‘ 

A common sore point with 
many of the lop players has been 
the length of the 12-mo nth circuit 
and the MTC practice of assign- 
ing leading players to compete in 
certain tournaments. 

The MTC makes the rules and 
regulations for the Grand Prix 
circui t — the world- wide series of 
tournaments which include the 
four Grand Slams — but the 
players are saying that they want 
more control. 

“The players are the best 
suited group to control the 
game," said Bob Green the ATP 
director of players’ services. “We 
should be the ones to create and 
enforce tbe rules.” 

Wimbledon champion Stefan 
Edberg of Sweden, world num- 
ber three, discussed some of his 
frustrations in the lockerroom 
during yesterday's long rain 
delay. 


“We should be in control of 
our destiny." Edberg said 
“We've been told where to go 
and now we want to decide. M> 
problem has been the scheduling 
ATP should take control of 
scheduling.” 

The ATP has not released 
proposed changes it presented to 
the MTC during meetings last 
weekend in New York, but a 
statement released here yesier- 
day by chairmen of the four 
Grand Slam events shed some 
light. 

The statement said the ATP 
wanted to change the composi- 
tion of the MTC. Currently the 
council comprises three 
representatives each from the 
ATP. the International Tennis 
Federation (ITF) and tour- 
nament directors. 

It said the ATP 'demanded' 
four ATP representatives, three 
tournament representatives and 
two independent businessmen. 
The ITF would be restricted to 
observer status only. 

Structure 

The statement, signed b> 
Wimbledon’s R E H 'Buzzer' 
Hadingham, US Open's Gordon 
Jorgensen. French Open'* 
Philippe Chatrier and Australian 
Open's Brian Tobin, concluded: 

“If die present structure of the 
Men’s Tennis Council is no lon- 
ger acceptable to ATP’s man- 
agement. then the undersigned 
representatives ... will ask the 
International Tennis Federa- 
tion. the governing body of ten- 
nis for the past 75 years, to form a 
new structure to earn on the 
world-wide work for the game." 


Italy names Olympic squad 


ROME, Aug 30, (Reuter): Italy's 
Olympic Committee today 
named a squad of 263 com- 
petitors for the Seoul Games. but 
said it would send more athletes 
if they ran fast times over the next 
week. 

Track and field athletes form 
the biggest group at the Games 
with 23 men and 11 women 
included. 

But in order to allow well- 
known runners, such as women's 
1 ,500 metres Olympic champion 
Gabrieila Dorio and world 200 
metres record holder Pietro 
Mennea more time to prove their 


fitness, the list will be completed 
only on September 8. 

Mennea. 36, ran the Olympic 
qualifying time earlier this year, 
but selectors want to be sure he is 
in consistent enough form to 
compete in the relav at whaf 
would be his fifth Games. 

Italy's greatest medal hope in 
athletics is distance runner Fran- 
cesco Panelta. world champion 
in the 3,000 metres steeplechase 
and silver medallist over 10,000 
metres. 

Italy could also scoop medals 
in fencing, boxing, rowing and 
shooting. 



Advance groups reach Seoul 


SEOUL, South Korea, Aug 20. 
(AP): With 19 days to go before 
the opening of the 1988 Summer 
Olympic Games, about 750 ath- 
letes, officials and journalists 
from 40 nations are already in 
Seoul, officials said today. 

The Seoul Olympic Organis- 
ing Committee said athletes 
training in South Korea con- 
stitute advance groups from the 
United States, the Netherlands, 
Britain, Niger, Ghana and 
Gabon. 

An estimated 12,000 athletes 
from 161 nations are expected to
